I. The Department Commander believes that an Annual Inspection of 
the Department is essential to its welfare. The Inspection for the year 
1913 will take place between September 15th and December 16th, under the 
direction of Department Inspector, William H. Green. 

Post Adjutants should have their attention called to the fact that in 
reporting deaths of Comrades in the semi-annual reports, care should be 
observed in giving the Company, Regiment, or other branch of the service 
in which the deceased served, together with ranks and date of death. 

The Department Commander desires to impress upon the Inspectors-at- 
Large the importance of AT ONCE arranging for an early inspection of 
their Districts, to the end that the Posts in the country Districts can be 
inspected prior to October 1st, and hereby escape the uncertain weather con- 
ditions after that time 

II. The Assistant Inspectors-at-Large wlil immediately, upon the re- 
ceipt of this General Order and the necessary blanks, look carefully over 
their respective Districts; using the Roster of 1913 — study the location of 
Posts ; the best means of access thereto ; the time of Post meetings, and the 
Assistant Inspector best suited for the inspection of the several Posts by 
reason of his near proximity to the Post to be inspected, and the distance 
and means of getting there. 

This accomplished, the Assistant Inspector-at-Large in each of the several 
Districts will proceed to set the time for the inspection of each Post, and 
notify the Post Commander, upon the designated blank, of the time of 
inspection of his post, giving the name of the Assistant Inspector selected 
to perform that duty, who, about the same time, on the proper blank, 
should, also, be notified of his appointment to that Post, mailing to him, 
therewith. Blank Form H, upon which he will promptly, after the inspection 
of said Post, make and forward his report of inspection to the Assistant 
Inspector-at-Large in charge of the District, who, upon the receipt of the 
same, will promptly forward the report to the address of the Department 
Inspector, properly endorsed. 

If it be necessary for the Assistant Inspector to remain in the locality of 
the Post inspected over night, it is only comradelike and fraternal to see 
that he is properly cared for and his expenses paid. 

The Assistant Inspector, during the inspection of the Post, should not 
insist upon a "mock muster," leaving that to the discretion of the Post 
itself; he should carefully inspect all of the books of the Adjutant and 
Quartermaster to ascertain if they be properly and neatly kept; he should 
also be careful to ascertain the exact financial condition of the Post, from 
the Quartermaster and the Post Commander, and the several queries on 
Blank Form H should properly be ascertained and reported. A spirit of 
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decorum should be maintained by the Comrades present during the progress 
of the Inspection out of deference to the Inspector and to the credit of the 
Post. 

Inspectors should not be too critical in their remarks after the Inspection, 
as exact compliance with set rules and forms have faded as the comrade- 
ship grow older, but rather much genuine encouragement should be given by 
Inspectors who, in their capacity as such, are the represntatives of the 
Department Commander, sent by him for that purpose.

IN MEMORIAM 

Comrade LOUIS WAGNER died at his home in Germantown on the 
morning of January 15, 1914,. He had been in ill health for some months, 
but with indomitable will kept at work on his many duties to the last 
day of his life. 

Born in Giessen, Germany, August 4, 1838, he came with his parents 
to Philadelphia when eleven years of age. Became a pupil in the public 
schools, later served as an apprentice in a lithographic establishment 
and at the age of twenty-one started in business on his own account. 

When the Civil War broke out he began the organization of a company 
for the Twenty-eighth Pennsylvania, but failing to be mustered in that 
regiment, as it was then more than filled, he became First Lieutenant 
Company D, Eighty-eighth Pennsylvania yolunteers. Was promoted Cap- 
tain and at the second battle of Bull Run was badly wounded and left 
on the field, being paroled some days later, and on account of his dis- 
abled condition was then sent into our lines to a hospital in Alexandria. 

Later was made Lieutenant Colonel, and being disabled for field service 
he was assigned by the War Department to command Camp William 
Penn, at Chelton HUls, Pa., for the organization of colored troops. Here 
his executive abilities found full play, and he sent into the field, fully or- 
ganized, drilled and equipped, nearly 14,000 colored soldiers, who, as a 
distinguished General said, "filled a soldier's place in the ranks and 
dying filled a soldier's grave.*' 

On returning to his regiment, though its ranks were depleted, the 
War Department ordered his muster as Colonel of the Eighty-eighth, 
and he received a brevet as Brigadier General. 

His services to the Grand Army of the Republic cannot be over- 
estimated. A charter member of Post No. 2, Philadelphia, in October, 
1866, he withdrew with others to organize Posts in different parts of 
the city to hasten the organization of a Department in Pennsylvania. 
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A charter member of Post No. 6, German town, and its first Commander, 
he was in November, 1866, appointed by the Commander-in-Chief as Pro- 
visional Commander for Pennsylvania. Elected Department Commander 
in 1867, he freely gave his splendid executive abilities to the organization 
of Posts. He was elected Junior Vice-Commander-in-Chief 1870, Senior 
Vice-Commander-in-Chief 1871-1872, and Commander-in-Chief at Dayton, 
Ohio, 1880. 

In the National Encampment, as in the Department Encampments, he 
was a recognized leader, always watchful of the best interests of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and steadily at his post. 

In public affairs he was equally prominent and efficient. His services 
in the Common Councils of Philadelphia were of the greatest value to 
the city. Elected Recorder of Deeds, he was later the first Director of 
the Department of Public Works, and his administration of the affairs 
of that office was universally recognized as an achievement of the very 
highest importance to Philadelphia. 

As President of the Board of City Trusts, a position which he filled 
with honor and credit for over a quarter of a century, he was instru- 
mental in the training of some thousands of boys for useful lives. In 
the temperance and other benevolent, social or patriotic organizations he 
was regarded with high honor. 

He was probably more proud of his success in the institution of the 
adult Bible class in the Market Square Presbyterian Church than any 
other with which he was connected, and which he successfully conducted 
for twenty-nine years. He rarely missed a meeting of his class. 

The large attendance at the church where his funeral services were held 
attested the sentiments of thousands that the community had sustained a 
great loss. The usual Grand Army services were in charge of Post No. 6, 
Tvith which he had been connected from its organization.

Comrades: Memorial Day, the day sacred to the memory of our soldier 
and sailor dead, will again soon be here, calling us, once more, to lay aside 
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our various avocations in life that we may, with true devotion and reverent 
spirit, show to the World, so apt to forget, that toe have not forgotten the 
patriot dead who, with us, from *61 to *65, answered the calls of the mar- 
tyred ]-.incoln, rushed to the front to repel treason, to rescue our beloved 
country from threatened disruption and our flag. Old Glory, from insult. 
Their memory, comrades, are, and ever will be, till all have answered 
the final roll-call, dear and precious to every soldier, sailor or marine who 
wore the blue, and it is not the least of our duty on Memorial Day to im- 
press this lesson upon the hearts and minds of those we shall soon, very 
soon, leave to fill our places, especially the children, that they may ac- 
cept it as a legacy, binding upon them, as upon us, to preserve the Nation 
we fought to save. 

Of the two and a half millions who answered the call to arms, less than 
one-fifth remain with us; the line is fast shortening here, but lengthening 
in the camp beyond. The vacant chair, the muffled drumbeat, the slow 
marching column, all attest the inevitable doom to which we are tending 
and bespeak for us the duty we owe to our departed comrades as each 
Memorial Day approaches. Let us, therefore, with mournful tread and rev- 
erent mien, on the 30th Day of May next, again take up the funeral march, 
as we, with tender memory and hearts, grateful for life so long preserved, 
approach the "bivouac of our dead*' and upon each little mound or "little 
green tent," place the flag they loved so well, and lay beside it the choicest 
flowers of early Spring, the sweetest emblem of God's creation, as a token 
of our love for their honored memories to show how we loved them living 
and revere their dead. True, comrades, they cannot witness our devotion 
nor feel the gentle thrill that fills our hearts, but the Nation, preserved 
by their valor and unselfish devotion, will see and feel, and, when we, 
too, lie beside them, and no comrade be left to continue this sacred duty, 
a grateful people will not forget to remember what they shall owe to the 
memory of those who "died that the Nation might live." Let us call to 
our aid the Sons of Veterans — our natural successors — and the school, 
children — wherever practical — so that, as we "fall out of Temka/'they may 
take up this beautiful and touching ceremony and continue to keep ever 
bright the memory of Memorial Day from generation to generation. 

Since our last observance of this day, upon a great battlefield of the 
War for the Union, within our own Commonwealth, on its fiftieth anni- 
versary, many thousands of men who faced and fought each other on many 
battlefields met, fraternized and rejoiced that the animosities of the war 
days, on both sides, were things of the past; therefore, comrades, wher- 
ever we find the grave of a Confederate soldier, sailor or marine, make no 
distinction, but place a flag — it is his flag now — and flowers upon his final 
resting place, and thus show to the world that we are magnanimous in 
peace to the memories of those we fought in war. Let those continue to 
fight who, probably, never fought in war and cannot forgive and forget. 
Our motto is, and should be: one Nation, one Flag, one Destiny. May 
God grant our prayer, and cement us as one people, ever ready to defend 
our liberties under our dear old flag, the flag of Washington, Lincoln, 
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(trant, Sherman and Sheridan. May God be with you, comrades, during 
your remaining march of life, watch over and protect you, and keep you 
strong in the bonds of fraternity, charity and loyalty, so that you may 
be helpful to each other as you go down the declining slope of life toward the 
Grand Encampment beyond, and may your last days be days of peace, 
happiness and contentment, with lives well spent and work well done. 

II. Post Commanders will arrange for the proper observance of Memorial 
Day, Saturday, May 30th, and will invite the Sons of Veterans, the Wom- 
an's Relief Corps, the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, the 
Daughters of Veterans and other patriot societies to join with them. 

III. The Forty-fifth National Encampment, held at Rochester, August, 
1911, ordered that as a part of the public exercises of Memorial Day, bells 
bo tolled from 12 o'clock noon to 12.05; that flags be placed at half-mast, 
and that comrades remain standing with uncovered heads during this period. 

As part of the ceremonies of Memorial Day, there will be read Lincoln's 
Gettysburg Address and General Order No. 11, dated May 5, 1868, published 
by our first Commander-in-Chief, John A. Logan, instituting Memorial 
Day. 

IV. Post Commanders will instruct their Patriotic Instructors to invite, 
all teachers and superintendents of schools in their localities to arrange a 
patriotic program for a day during the week prior to Memorial Day and make 
a detail of comrades to attend these patriotic exercises. 

Comrades should remember that, as living examples of patriotism and 
loyalty, their presence at the schools wUl in great measure contribute to 
impress on the minds of the children and young men and girls, patriotic 
sentiments, love of country, and respect for our flag. 

V. Post Commanders wiU arrange to have their Post attend Divine 
service on the Sunday preceding Memorial Day, May 24th, and it is recom- 
m-^nded that the Sons of Veterans and other patriotic organizations be in- 
vited to participate in these church services.

LEMON BUCH 
Died in the Reading Hospital, Reading, on Monday, January 12th, 1914. 

Comrade Buch enlisted as a private in the 128th Regiment, Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers, on August 5, 1862, and was mustered out May 19, 1863. 
He again enlisted in the 195 Regiment, Pennsylvania Volunteers, was 
promoted to Sergeant-Major, and was mustered out November 4, 1864, 
and was a First Lieutenant in the 213th Regiment, Pennsylvania Vol- 
unteers, until May 26, 1865. 

He was a member of McLean Pos, No. 16, of Reading, having been 
mustered into that Post, August 1, 1871. 

He was a member of the Department Council of Administration during 
the years 1907-1912. 

He will long be remembered for the zeal displayed in everything relating 
to the Grand Army of the Republic and for his good comradeship.

Comrade Stevens enlisted as private in Company "C," 203d Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers, August 4, 1864, and was discharged as First Lieutenant 
of same company, May 20, 1865.

Camp Fire at Auditorium, 8 P. M., June 9, 1914 



The Camp Fire was called to order by Comrade Harry White of Post 
No. 28, Indiana, Pa. 

COMRADE HARRY WHITE, Post No. 28: Comrades, when I was 
a boy, if anybody had told me I would ever be a soldier, I would 
have told them they did not know my desires, but circumstances govern 
our career in life, reckon as we may, without our will and desire. 
This, however, is not an assembly of professional soldiers but it is 
the annual convention of an organization which was the result of the 
great War of the Rebellion, and it was as natural that associations 
like this should be formed as it was that the sun should rise in 
the east, or the laws of gravitation. I am glad, however, to direct 
the proceedings of this Camp Fire to-night. This -is what is called 
a camp fire ; the definition of a camp fire I will not stop to en- 
large upon. The Indians that possessed this country before we did 
had their camp fires, and in the refinements of civilization subsequently, 
when the Anglo-Saxons took possession of this country and organized 
a system of government, when they had meetings of those who had borne 
the heat and burdens of the conflict, they followed this aboriginal custom 
and called their assemblages campfires. So we have a campfire to-night, 
this being the 48th annual meeting of the Grand Army of the Republic 
of the State of Pennsylvania. Apropos of that, look at our badges 
to-night. On one side is the attractive medal representation of the Com- 
mander of our Department, Comrade William J. Wells. On the other 
side is an Indian head. You may hink it appropriate or not; I will 
take the blame or am entitled to the credit of suggesting that our badge 
have on one side an Indian head because this meeting is held in Indiana. 
(Applause.) Take these badges home with you and keep them as sou- 
venirs of this meeting in Indiana, Pennsylvania, which is practically 
the centre of the Unites States. 

(41) 
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I will now introduce Professor Cogswell, who will entertain this au- 
dience with some vocal music. 

A male double quartette, under the direction of Professor Hamlin 
Cogswell, of Indiana, sang "Comrades in Arms," and as an encore, 
"How Can I Bear to Leave Thee." 

THE CHAIRMAN: Comrades and ladies and gentlemen, it is my 
pleasure as well as my agreeable duty to present to you to-night our 
Department Commander. He is a very reputable gentleman and an 
agreeable associate who lives in Norristown, Montgomery County, which 
is not as good a county as Indiana, but still a fair one. I present Com- 
mander William J. Wells. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WILLIAM J. WELLS: Comrades and 
comrades, for we are closely linked together in the bonds of patriotism: 
Carrying out for a little while the simile as to the name of this 
meeting suggested in the beautiful description that our worthy Chairman 
and honored friend and citizen. General Harry White, has given us, 
very vividly he called to our mind the broad wooded country occupied, 
before our accession to it, by the American Indian, by, if you please, 
the braves and squaws. We do not call our women squaws to-day, 
but it is very appropriate for us to refer to the comradeship of the 
Grand Army of the Republic as braves, not braves in action to-day, 
as we were from '61 to '65, but braves nevertheless because we took up 
the weapons of warfare to subdue our enemies, not personal, political. 
The Indian braves took up their arms to defend their country against 
invasion by the white foe. So much for that portion of our good 
General's introduction at this meeting. He also saw fit to refer to the 
fact that this was the 48h Encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic of the State of Pennsylvania. Little did he think when he 
referred to it as the 48th Encampment that the comrade whose medal 
representation is on one side of that badge that he presented to you 
was a member of the 48th Pennsylvania Regiment, and the Commander 
thinks that somehow, in the all-wise providence of his comrades, that 
they reserved the 48th Commandership of this Department for a com- 
rade of the 48th Pennsylvania. (Applause.) 

Comrades, I desire from the bottom of my heart to express to you, 
and I will say to the Women of the Relief Corps and the Ladies 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, and the Daughters of Veterans, 
my thanks for electing me your Department Commander. Those of you 
who were in Gettysburg last year will remember that everyone of these 
good ladies had my badge on, for which I was very thankful l>ecause 
they aided very materially in my election. I am proud to be the Com- 
mander of this grand Department of Pennsylvania, than which there 
is no greater. Come with us to our National Encampments, my good 
friends, if you want to see the various departments paraded before 
the eyes of the patriotic people of this country, and you will see what 
a magnificent department Pennsylvania really is, every man with the 
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little fatigue cap on. Pennsylvania is known in the national parades by 
the little fatigue cap. 

I had the privilege last week of being invited back to the town from 
which I moved to the front fifty-three years ago, there to address my 
old friends of those days long gone by. There is a Past Depart- 
ment Commander living in that town, George L. Brown, and from 
him I learned last week that he was the originator of our little fatigue 
cap as a head-covering for the comrades of the Department of Penn- 
sylvania. At one time they wore all kinds of hats, slouches and other- 
wise, but George insisted that the old fatigue cap (not quite as pretty as 
those we wear to-day) should be the covering for the comrades. I men- 
tion these little things In connection with our organization because some 
of them may be new to you. 

Show me the comrade in Pennsylvania who would not feel proud of 
this notable distinction with which they have crowned my poor efforts 
in working for the Grand Army of the Republic for so many long years. 
To me it looks as a reward for duty well performed, and if I should 
live to be a hundred, which I do not expect, this pride will go down 
with me to the last days of my life. 

What shall I say about the great comradeship that has rallied around 
the standard that was placed in my hands at Gettysburg one short year 
ago. They know that for ten months or more I have been a cripple; 
they know that I have gone in and out in the cities and towns of this 
great commonwealth when I should have been in my bed, but I have 
gone among them to show them that the greatest in our ranks is not 
above serving his comrades. I know that they appreciated it, and I know 
that they appreciate it now, and 1 can say to you with all sincerity 
that the only man who made it possible for me to continue in my 
work all of this time was my good Assistant Adjutant General, Sam 
Town (Applause). Oh, if you could go with me those ten months and 
see how carefully he led this poor cripple up and down the State, how 
carefully he saw to it that I did not cross the street in the way of an 
automobile or car, how he looked out for me in every possible way. I 
shall never forget him. My heart's love goes out to him, and Sam Town 
has been honored in honoring me, and I know that he has won the 
love and respect of every comrade throughout the length and breadth 
of this commonwealth. (Applause.) 

I do not know that it is expected of me to say anything more. I am 
glad to see so many fine-looking braves before me to-night, braves that, 
according to the Bible legend, should be anywhere else but in this room 
for they have lived beyond the three score and ten, and yet if you 
look into their faces and see how they march to inspiring music, you 
would think that they were boys again; and when I look over this au- 
dience and see the other contingent, the pretty women, or, as I prefer 
to call them, pretty girls, (Applause) it is enough to make any man 
feel proud. But girls, Billy loves you; he loves you for the work you 
are doing for the Grand Army of the Republic; he loves you for the noble 
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self abnegation that you have shown to the comrades who fought for this 
glorious republic and who put down that accursed rebellion. 
Comrades all, I thank you. (Applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: Comrades, I have heard what the Department Com- 
mander has said about the ladies, and I want to tell you, whether you 
come here for peace or for warlike purposes, that we have not an "old 
maid" in Indiana, (Laughter), I mean from her own choice, so that is 
all right. I want it understood also that the next gentleman who it will 
be my pleasure to introduce to this audience, is a single man and I 
mention this for the benefit of the ladies of the organizations, not the 
old maids of Indiana because we have none (Laughter). It gives me 
pleasure now to introduce Erasmus Wilson of the City of Pittsburgh. 
(Applause.) 

COMRADE ERASMUS WILSON, Post No. : Comrades, ladies 

and gentlemen; The Judge is very kind to me, and I want to say he 
has looked after my interests very well. Usually when I come up here, 
he takes me around and introduces me and he shows me off, and he 
has been doing that for a good while and I have seen no results (Laughter), 
and I do not know whether his introductions are no good or I am no good. 
(Laughter and applause.) 

It is a great pleasure, indeed, to come up to Indiana on any oc- 
casion but especially is this true on this occasion. There are lots of 
great places to go from, but I think this is one of the kind that it is 
great to come to. Everybody is growling about being so hot to-night, 
and that reminds me that fifty years ago when I was a boy I used 
to growl because my father would rout me out of bed in the morning. 
Just when I wanted to get my beauty sleep, and I vowed that if I 
should live to be twenty-one, on that very day I would sleep until noon 
if I wanted to. I kept it always in my mind, that when I was twenty-one 
I would sleep all day, but when my twenty-first birthday rolled around I 
didn't want to sleep. We were out at the front expecting every minute 
to be attacked because we were in an exposed position, and I was so 
interested in that that I forgot I had reached twenty-one and wanted to 
sleep. But let me tell you boys, that since then I have slept until after 
breakfast, if I wanted to, for there was no one to rout me out, and 
you see "all things come to him who waits." (Applause.) 

I was interested in the Judge's definition of a calnpfire, and I do not 
know whether the Grand Army campfire was named for the old Indian 
campfire or not: I had not that idea. I had an idea it was something 
on the order of the campfire in the army ; we gathered around the fire 
if we happened to be a little cold and the wind was blowing, and there 
in the smoke we sat and got warm and told stories. And I can tell you 
some of these old soldiers tell wonderful stories. A man who had only 
a bit of a story to start with, atter he has told it six or seven hundred 
times ought to have it in pretty good shape. I wouldn' give very much 
for a comrade who cannot tell a story now better than it was at first. 
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One reason why I came up here, of course I belong to the Department 
of Pennsylvania, is to represent a class or a bunch of soldiers whom the 
Pennsylvania soldiers usually try to sit upon. Now they were the cor- 
porals, up here they call them all colonels, but there are now only two, 
Bcngough and myself. We get letters addressed to colonels and all that 
sort of thing, but we were all corporals, and there are only two of us 
left. (Laughter.) I think we will get up a corporals association. 

Some of the comrades here say we are getting old. I don't believe 
it. Of course I suppose they can prove it by the almanac, but I say 
that so long as a man is active he is young, and there are quite a 
bunch of us here who are not so bad, and I expect that if you would go 
back and hunt up their careers in the army, you would find they were 
in the front rank when there was business being done, so that reaUy you 
fellows here, looking so young and bright and cheery, show that you are 
the survivors of the toughest. (Applause.) I want to teU you friends 
that a fellow had to be pretty tough to go through three years of cam- 
paigning in all the battles incident to it and suffer all the inconveniences 
and the hardships that went with it, and I presume the comrades will 
bear me out when I say that hardly more than half the men in the war 
were really fitted to be soldiers, they were not tough enough; they had 
a heart, and they had intelligence and all that, but there was not a regi- 
ment that didn't lose half of its number and more than that. 

There has been much for us to do, those of us who are left, and I do 
not know whether we are doing our best or not. Of course we have 
kept up our Grand Army Postts, but for a very long time we paid very 
little attention to the Sons of Veterans. We had enough to do to take 
care of our own affairs, but now we find the Sons of Veterans organized 
and they are very convenient and helpful at times. Possibly if we had 
given them a little more attention when they started their organization 
might have been stronger than it is, but fortunately they did not hold 
spite against us nor do they seem to have noticed our seeming neglect, 
for it was only seeming, we did not mean it, and so when Memorial 
Day comes around they are the first tooffer their services and we must 
accept of them because all the old veterans are not able to conduct 
those services alone nor could they be conducted satisfactorily without 
the good ladies associated with the Grand Army in their various ca- 
pacities . 

The thing that is being impressed on me more and more every day, 
as I look over the country, is that this country's greatest need is not 
soldiers, is not a great army, but what it needs is good citizens; that is 
the demand of to-day ; it will be a greater demand to-morrow because 
you know yourselves that we have not the class of citizens all over the 
country that we ought to have. There has been neglect somewhere. 
The boys of to-day are not being developed into the good citizens that 
they should be, and there are various reasons why; one is, that the boy 
has been neglected, he has been sent to school to learn books, he has 
been sent to school to pass certain grades, and he has gone through 
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them, and there is not a grade in our school in which patriotism and citizen 
ship is taught, and it is about time for us to look for it because it won't 
be so very long until these boys shall have our places. It is not necessary 
to teach them in a military school; we have not been so taught, but we 
have been taught to love and respect our country and our flag. We 
have been taught to become good citizens, and a good citizen will rise to 
any emergency, no matter what it may be. So it is for us, if we propose 
to continue this good government of ours, if we propose to uphold the 
Hag and maintain all that it means, we must build up a class of citizens 
who will stand by it. It just happened that we had to, in order to meet 
a certain emergency, take up guns and use bullets, and we did it. To 
sustain and maintain this government of ours in the wnergencies that 
arise to-day, the gun and the bullet are not demanded, but what is 
demanded is the patriotism, the fidelity and the earnestness of the citi- 
zens and the ballot. The ballot to-day will do what the bullet did then, and 
patriotism should be taught in our schools and from the pulpit so that 
every girl and every boy in this country of ours would be a patriot. 
(Applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: I agree with the comrade who has just finished 
that there are spme remarkable stories told. The other day one of the 
comrades told me of the hard time he had had. He said, "We had to 
tear down a rail fence to make a bed on which to lie so as to keep out 
of the mud, and we went to sleep, and while .we were asleep, those rails 
froze to our backs, and we could not get up in the morning until the 
sun arose and thawed us out." (Laughter.) 

My friends, I have a surprise here to-night. Here is an old friend 
whom I met under peculiar circumstances in Philadelphia, Colonel John 
A. Pattee and his company of old soldier fiddlers, none of whom can 
read music, — three boys in blue and two sons of Dixie. (Applause.) 

Colonel John A. Pattee then introduced his company of old soldier 
fiddlers, who splendidly entertained the audience by playing aU the old 
war tunes, and a medley of old dance music and patriotic airs. 

THE CHAIRMAN: We will now have the pleasure of hearing the 
Grand Army Quartette. 

The Grand Army Quartette sang "One by one our Comrades Fall," in 
the chorus of which the audience joined. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Comrades, to-morrow morning at 10.30, the Grand 
Army military parade will form, right resting on 9th Street. The pro- 
cession will be led by the Commander and his staff followed by a brass 
band. They will be followed by Company F of the Tenth National Guard 
of Pennsylvania, the military company in Indiana. They in turn will 
be followed by the delegates and other members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, the men who wore the blue. Then will come the Sons 
of Veterans, and other organizations, the Boy Scouts, and so on. Then 
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the girls of the Normal School, dressed in white, will strew the ground 
with flowers for you and welcome you with songs and the waving of 
flags. We will then proceed to the fair grounds to partake of the ox 
roast provided by the citizens of Indiana. It is hoped that we will 
have enough automobiles stretched along the route to relieve the comrades 
who may be fatigued from the march. We will now adjourn until to- 
morrow night. (Applause.)

Camp Fire at Auditorium, 8 P. M., June 10, 1914. 



The Camp Fire was called to order by Assistant Adjutant General 
Samuel P. Town. 

ASSISTANT ADJUTANT GENERAL SAMUEL P. TOWN: Ladies 
and gentlemen and comrades: I have been delegated by the authority 
that we all respect here in Indiana, General Harry White, to preside 
over this camp fire, and I am very much gratified to see such a large 
number assembled here for the purpose of listening to the remarks of the 
comrades, who will entertain you. 

We have all been very much impressed with the reception we have re- 
ceived from the people of Indiana. I will say that many of us came 
here with certain misgivings as to whether, in a town of this size, we 
would be entertained as we have been in other cities of this great State 
of Pennsylvania, but we shall go home fully relieved of all such fears. 
We have been entertained in a most magnificent manner, and the thanks 
of the Grand Army of the Republic are certainly due to the committee 
on arrangements who have so splendidly performed their duty in the 
entertainment of our comrades. 

The position in which I find myself to-night is one that requires very 
little talk on my part. We have many comrades here who desire to 
speals to you and whom you wish to hear, and therefore I will not detain 
you with any remarks of my own . 

The first speaker I shall call upon is well known throughout this 
Department of Pennsylvania, a man whom you have highly honored, and 
in introducing him I will say that he is known to never make a speech 
lasting less than an hour, (Laughter) so in order to prepare you to listen 
to a sixty minute talk, I will first call on Professor Cogswell to en- 
tertain us with some music. 

Professor Hamlin E. Coggswell, of Indiana, sang "Pennsylvania," and 
a male quartette under his direction followed with "God Preserve our Father- 
land," both of which received a well-deserved round of applause. 
4 
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THE CHAIRMAN: All the comrades present understand that discipline 
is always lax at a camp fire, and as this is supposed to be and we are 
trying to make it an old-fashioned camp lire, I may be pardoned for 
saying some few things that I would . not be allowed to say in my po- 
sition as staflf officer to our esteemed Department Commander. My re- 
marks about his making sixty minute speeches are all true, but as my 
term of office expires to-night, and as his authority over me is absolutely 
gone for the present, I feel in a very independent position, and I have 
ordered him that if he does not confine his remarks to five minutes I 
will call him down. (Laughter and applause.) Department Commander, 
I take great pleasure in introducting you. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WILLIAM J. WELLS: Ladies and 
gentlemen (that is for those outside of the organization of the Grand Army 
of the Republic), Comrades and ladies auxiliary to the Grand Army of 
the Republic, this is intended, my good friends, as an occasion for ringing 
me out, ringing the curtain down upon me. I praised the Assistant 
Adjutant General last night. I won't do it to-night. (Laughter.) I will 
simply say that I am about to be relieved from the authority and domi- 
neering of my Assistant Adjutant General who has controlled and crowded 
me down for a year. (Laughter.) I have not been allowed to express an 
opinion but what he has jumped on me; and instead of my being Com- 
mander, he has commanded me. I will say though, in parenthesis, that it 
was with my consent. (Applause.) 

Yes, my good friends and comrades, the time has come for me to be 
turned down ; no, I amend that, I shall never be turned down by the 
comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic. (Applause.) Those of 
you who are familiar with headquarters at Fifth and Chestnut Streets, 
Philadelphia, will remember seeing upon the wall forty-seven pictures 
of men who have filled the position that 1 have the honor to fill to- 
night, and only for to-night. A picture is there also of your honored 
servant looking down upon everybody who comes in. After this en- 
campment closes, that picture will be removed and hung upon the wall 
with the others. Thus they are going to turn me do.wn, but I am 
only pleased to be turned down in conjunction with the forty -seven other 
men who have filled this honorable position, as their equal. Some fellows 
have said that I am going to be a back number and all that kind of stuff. 
That does not effect me a particle because, my comrades, so long as God gives 
me breath and so long as He gives me power to move hand or foot in the in- 
terests of the Grand Army of the Republic, I shall never be a wall flower, I 
shall never be a back number, but I shall be found working in the ranks 
of the private soldier. (Applause.) 

Now, I do not think it is necessary for me to say anything more. 
I am going to turn my Assistant Adjutant General over to the tender 
mercies of my successor, and if he serves him as well as he has served 
me, I shall be fully satisfied to say, "Thank you, new Commander, for 
reappointing my Adjutant General." (Applause.)

And now, comrades and ladies, as your Commander, I bid you fare- 
well. (Applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: I think probably I did an injustice to the Com- 
mander as he expressed himself so favorably just now, and therefore to 
make amends, I will call upon an officer of his staff, a man supposed to 
be even closer to the Department Commander than his Assistant Adjutant 
General. I now call on Dr. Weaver, the Chief of Staff, of Norristown, 
Pa. (Applause.) 

CHIEF OF STAFF, DR. J. R. WEAVER, Post No. 11: Ladies 
and gentlemen and comrades: A duty of a very pleasant character has 
been assigned to me. I am not on the program to make an address to you, 
but to perform, as I have said, a very pleasant duty which has been 
assigned to me by the members of the staff of the Department Commander 
and a few friends, and the performance of which will afford me a great 
deal of pleasure. It has been my good fortune for many years to know 
Commander Wells intimately, having lived in the same town and having 
known him in all the various important positions whch he has filled 
so creditably, a teacher for thirty years, a member of the official body 
of the town, holding important official positions, and having been as- 
sociated with him as his physician for many years. He did me the honor, 
at the last meeting at Gettysburg, without my knowledge or consent, 
and much to my surprise, of appointing me Chief of Staff, the duties of 
which office I have tried to perform to the very best of my ability. 

It is not often that a man who is called to an important position in life, 
full of responsibility, discharges his duties so well as to receive, at the end 
of his term of office, the encomiums of his friends who have put upon 
him that responsibility, and when a man succeeds in so discharging his 
duties as to receive th^ compliments of those with whom he has been 
associated, he is to be congratulated. 

When Commander Wells was appointed to the position which he has 
assumed this last year, there was some question as to whether or not he 
would be permitted to perform his duties because of his condition of 
health, and it is a source of great gratification to us to know that he 
has not only been spared to us but that he has performed his duties 
faithfully and efficiently, and that we are able to present him to you to- 
night in better health than he was a year ago. (Applause.) Those of 
us who have been closely associated with him know something of the 
efficiency of his administration ; we know that he has performed every 
duty that belongs to the position of Commander, and he has not only 
done that well and faithfully but has done it under the most trying 
circumstances because of pain and suffering and weakness. Few men in- 
deed could have done so much, and it is only through his heroic courage, 
his persistency and his loyalty that he has been able to do so. If Comrade 
Wells knew the sentiments that were expressed in the responses that 
were received in letters addressed to me, when they were asked to 
give some expression of their appreciation of his services, I am sure 
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he would be very happy. These communications have been preserved and 
will be turned over to the Assistant Adjutant General for Commander 
Wells' perusal in the future, and I am sure that the pleasure he has 
had in preforming his duty will be greatly enhanced as he looks over 
these communications and sees the esteem in which he is held by hSs 
comrades. (Applause.) 

There has been put in my hands, and I have been asked to present 
to Commander Wells as an appreciation of the services which he has ren- 
dered to the Department during this year, a souvenir beautiful in design, 
exquisite in its workmanship, the metal of which is of the purest character, 
and, on behalf of the staff, most of whom are here, it is now my great 
pleasure to pin upon his breast this beautiful evidence of the appreciation 
of the members of his staff and his friends throughout the Department. 
I trust that as his life goes on, and he thinks of his services in the 
Grand Army of. the Republic, and especially of the services which he 
has rendered this year, and as he looks at this beautiful tribute from 
his comrades, that he will think of us here and he will think of the hearts 
that have gone out in such an expression as this. We trust that his 
health may not only be preserved but that his life may be spared that 
we may enjoy his comradeship for many, many years. And now. Com- 
rade Wells,, accept this beautiful evidence of the kindness and respect 
and appreciation of your comrades and your staff with the heartfelt wish 
that you may live long to enjoy all the blessing to which you are en- 
titled. (Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WILLIAM J. WELLS: My worthy 
Chief of Staff, you will pardon me if I declare to you and to my com- 
rades my inability to find language sufficiently strong to express my thanks 
and my obligation to the members of my staff whom I love so well, that 
have stood by me for a year of pain and suffering, and have almost 
carried me in their hands. There are times in a man's life when it is 
impossible to find words to express the obligations of his heart for the 
kindness of those with whom he has been associated. I do not know 
that I can say any more, but just add to it the finest thoughts contained 
in the English language and imagine that I expressed them to you. I 
thank you, members of my staff, and my friends of the Grand Army of 
the Republic who have aided in preparing this memento for me, and I 
pledge you, as I pledged you one year ago when the standard of the 
Department was placed in my hands, to return it to you unblemished, pure 
and undefiled, and all I can say in addition to that is, I thank you, and 
may God bless you all. (Applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: We have been entertained this evening with some 
beautiful songs by the young men of Indiana. Now. to show you that 
we have some men among us that can sing, and sing well, it gives me 
pleasure to introduce to you a comrade from Philadelphia, Comrade 
Joshua Field of Post 19, who will entertain you with a song. He is 
over 21. (Laughter and applause.) 
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COMRADE JOSHUA FIELD, Post No. 19: Mr. Chairman and com- 
rades: There are some things that sink into the memories of the old 
comrades, and sometimes they revive those memories by little reminiscences 
brought up in song or speech that seem to call them back to the former 
days. Our Commander, you see, seems a little moved, and I just thought 
perhaps that one of our old songs (not for the singing but for the 
thought connected with the song of years ago) might have a little stimu- 
lating effect on him, and therefore I wiU try to sing, for you, not as well 
as your Indiana men, as Comrade Town just told you I was twenty -one, 
and they are twenty-two, so they have a little the best of me, but I will 
do the best I can for a young fellow in singing one of our famous old 
songs. I would like to have all the comrades join in the chorus; you used 
to do it and you know the song very well. It is "We have drunk from 
the same canteen." 

Led by Comrade Field, the entire audience joined in the song, and 
followed with "Marching Through Georgia." 

THE CHAIRMAN: Ladies and gentlemen, it is one of the boasts of the 
Grand Army of the Republic that no matter to what extent the honors 
of office be visited upon our comrades, there are very few instances in 
which they have not kept up their interest in the Grand Army of the 
Republic and been consistent in their efforts to further the good work 
that is being done in our organization. It is my pleasure to introduce to 
you a comrade from this section of the State of Pennsylvania, one who is 
probably known to everyone in this room. I therefore have great pleasure 
in presenting to you Past Department Commander William T. Powell, of 
Pittsburgh . (Applause . ) 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WILLIAM T. POWELL: 
Commander, Comrades, ladies and gentlemen, and Mr. Chairman: You 
have observed I presume, that my time was not limited. (Laughter.) 
It is almost impossible for me to deliver an intelligent talk without 
taking about forty minutes. However, to-night I am reminded just at 
this time of a man who indulged in a great deal of profanity, in fact 
he became so notorious for his use of profane language that a committee 
from his home town was appointed to call upon him and urge his reforma- 
tion in view of the bad influence he was having on the younger people 
of that community. He was on his way to market one morning with a 
load of apples, had started up a steep hiU, when, without his knowledge, 
the gate feU oft' the wagon, and while he was going up the hill the 
apples were rolling down. One of his neighbors standing off in a field 
noticed this, and, hiding behind a tree, waited until he had reached the 
top of the hill. When our profane friend had reached the crest of the 
hill, he suddenly noticed what had happened, and at that moment the 
neighbor stepped out from behind the tree expecting a torrent of pro- 
fanity. Much to his surprise not a word was uttered. "Why, John," 
said the neighbor, **I am astonished ; you are known in this neighborhood 
as the user of a great deal of profane language; here you have had 
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great provocation, and yet you have not uttered an oath." The other 
folded his arms and looked at his neighbor, and then looking at the wagon 
and at the apples lying there at the bottom of the hill, he said, '*Tom, 
there wasn't a bit of use commencing to swear because I couldn't do it 
justice/* (Laughter and applause.) And that is just about the way I feel 
to-night. I do not believe I could do justice to myself unless I would 
take at least forty minutes, and I know the Chairman would not allow 
that. 

By the way, I was astonished the other day. Some of you may have 
observed that I was distributing a certain kind of badge, and I was 
giving them out indiscriminately, to the ladies as well as to the men. 
There were four or live persons who came up to me and wanted those 
badges, and I said to them, "Do you belong to the Grand Army of the 
Republic?" They replied that they did not but that they had served 
in the army. I said, "How does it come that you do not belong to the 
Grand Army of the Republic?" They replied that they had never joined, 
and I told them this story of a friend of mine. He had been in the army 
and had been a distinguished soldier; he had done his full duty but 
afterwards came home and forgot all about his comrades and the widows 
and orphans. He lived in a town where they had a good Post of the 
Grand Army, he had plenty of money, and yet he never joined the or- 
ganization. One day he started out into the woods hunting and he soon 
became lost, and although there had been clear weather for several days, 
it now began to rain. Finally a terrific storm came up and he could find 
no place of shelter, indeed he had gone so far into the wilderness that he 
hardly knew where he was. Finally he observed a large hollow log and 
he conceived the idea of crawling in there head first, which he did. 
The air was very sultry, it kept on raining, and after a while he be- 
came drowsy and soon fell asleep, and as the rain came down it caused 
the log to swell and the inside of the log therefore contracted, and 
when after a couple of hours the man awoke, he found that it was 
almost impossible for him to move and he could not get out, and he 
lay there wondering whether he would be forced to die in this manner, 
away from family and friends; then he wondered whether they would 
ever find his body, and he began to think of the things he had done 
and those he had left undone, and his conscience troubled him sorely about 
many things. He remembered he had been a good soldier and had done 
his full duty, that he had been asked time and time again to associate 
himself with the men who had fought for their country, but he had been 
so selfish he had forgotten all about his poor and sick comrades, about all 
the widows and orphans of those comrades, had forgotten those who had 
come home wounded and those who were dependent on them. Then he 
began to feel so mean and so small that after a while he crept out of 
the log without any trouble at all. (Laughter and applause.) I said to 
those old soldiers that they should realize all these things. Now, I have 
not taken your time and mine to tell you this story for nothing. I 
am not going to detain you forty minutes of even three minutes longer. 
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but I want to say this to you, there are a great many people who attend 
these campfires who do not appreciate what it meant for these comrades 
who wore the blue? Do you realize that there were more than two and 
a half million boys in blue? Do you realize that there were killed on the 
field of battle 273,132? Has it ever occurred to you that during those 
dark days of the rebellion there were 491,000 boys in blue who were 
killed in battle, who died of their wounds, and v/ho were unaccounted for? 
And yet those comrades here who were spared to return to their homes 
associated themselves in the Grand Army of the Republic, have helped 
and encouraged each other all these years. Then there sprung into exist- 
ence some twenty-five years or more ago an organization called the Re- 
lief Corps, and one called the Ladies of the G. A. R., and another the 
Sons of Veterans, and those organizations have been helping us and en- 
couraging us, and we often wonder now what we would have done without 
the aid of these auxiliaries of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

The other day I was talking to a friend who had been a Mexican soldier 
and served more than four years in the Union Army, and we spoke of 
the Mexican War, and he told me that while they were travelling in that 
hot desert land, very frequently they were unable to procure water. 
One hot night while they were marching across this waste land, they 
suddenly came upon a grove of orange trees laden down with fruit, and 
were delighted to find so close at hand both food and drink. They found 
an old Mexican standing near, and finding he could speak English, they 
asked him how it came that these orange trees were planted in the high- 
ways and byways, and the old man said it was a custom in that country 
that when they would start across the desert they would take these oranges 
with them as food and drink, and so they were planted there for the 
refreshment of those who were sore and weary and tired. And so it has 
been with the Ladies of the G. A. R. and the Woman's Relief Corps, 
with the Sons of Veterans and with this great organization of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. They planted the seed during all of these years, 
and they brought forth fruit to the joy and comfort of many hearts 
and many homes. (Applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: As we go through life, we meet with many sur- 
prises. I had a very great surprise on reaching Indiana to find a friend 
of mine in the person of one of the most prominent citizens of Indiana, 
a man who has been highly honored by the citizenship of this great State 
of Pennsylvania. I am also surprised and gratified to find that he is 
on the platform this evening, and it affords me extreme pleasure to in- 
troduce to you Justice John P. Elkin of the Supreme Court. (Ap- 
plause.) 

JUSTICE JOHN P. ELKIN: Ladies and gentlemen. Comrades of 
the Grand Army of the Republic: If ever I had served as a soldier 
and joined the Grand Army, and had my pick as to an office, I would 
ask to be Judge Advocate, because I was assured just now by my friend, 
Judge McKenna, that he had not had a single duty to perform ex- 
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cept to command other judges to appear and make speeches, and he com> 
mandcd me to appear, and that is my excuse for appearing before you. 
(Laughter and applause.) I am almost as much of a stranger here as 
you for I have been six months in the "City of Brotherly Love" 
with Brother Town and Commander Wells and the patriotic people down 
there, and just reached my home a few days ago in time to enjoy this 
celebration, and I have enjoyed it most thoroughly, my friends. 

I think the visiting comrades and the ladies who are here will pardon 
Indiana to-night for boasting just a little, if you call it boasting, but I 
want to say to you a few things that represent facts. There was no 
county in Pennsylvania that s^nt out more loyal soldiers in proportion to 
its population than did Indiana County, and I never knew a deserter 
here; if they deserted they never came back. They performed their duties 
in every engagement into which they were called and they made a splen- 
did record and added to the honor of Pennsylvania in every battle in 
which they fought. Let me tell you, boys, that Indiana is proud of 
you, and all her citizens are proud of you for you sustained the honor 
of this country and the flag during the dark days of the rebellion, a 
splendid record. But, boys, I hope that kind of war will never be fought 
again; my sincere belief is that the world will never again see such a 
war, and I hope it may not. This is no discredit to the old boys who 
left the plough, who left the counting room, and left the furnace stand- 
ing with the metal in it and marched to the front. If that same duty 
called to-day the boys now of 18 and 20 would do just the same thing 
that you old boys did back in '61 and *65. My friends, let me give you 
an illustration of that: A few years ago, yes it is fourteen years ago, 
when I come to think about it, we had a little unpleasantness down in 
Cuba and it involved us with Spain and war was declared. I remember 
that the Secretary of War issued a call for 75,000 volunteers and that 
Pennsylvania should send 10,000 of them, and within forty-eight hours 
after the call was issued, 10,000 Pennsylvania boys were camped at Mount 
Gretna, and I was there with them. (Applause.) That patriotic instinct, 
that love of country, that love of the old flag is just as near to the hearts 
of the Americans to-day as it ever was. It only requires an occasion to 
call it out. 

Let me tell you a little story of practical experience which illustrates 
the thought I have in mind . I remember in those days my duties called 
me to Harrisburg where I spent most of my time. I was home here one 
day when the boys were getting together to go down to Mount Gretna 
and to war. I stood in that street out there when the train left Indiana. 
Twenty-six of the boys who were studying at the Normal School closed 
their books and enlisted and we had to turn away a large number, but 
out there on Philadelphia Street was one boy more enthusiastic than 
the rest, and he crawled up on top of the coach and he stood and waved 
the flag as the train went down the railroad. His name was Joe Blakely 
and he lived out at Mt. Pleasant. One day while sitting in my office 
at Philadelphia, I received a telegram from the captain of the home 
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company stating "Your brother is very ill with typhoid fever." I started 
South on the next train. When I got down there I made inquiry and 
found that my brother and several of the other boys had been taken 
care of by a good Pennsylvania woman who lived in Chattanooga. I 
went out to see them. The first thing my brother said, was "John, we 
are getting along all right, but Joe Blakely is very sick. I wish you 
would go and look after him." I went around, driving several miles, 
and finally located Joe Blakely, and that was a wonderful sight. That 
beautiful mountain seemed to be a perfectly healthy place, and yet there 
was a ten acre field covered over with the cots of 3,000 boys lying there 
with fever. I finally found Joe's tent and there he was waited upon 
and watched by a good lady of the Red Cross Society, who told me he 
was very sick. I asked her if he was conscious, and she replied that 
he was not. I asked, "Can you rouse him?" "Wait a little while," she 
replied, and so we sat there for more than an hour beside his bed. Finally 
he roused, awakened, and I said, "Joe, do you know who I am?" "Why, 
yes, Mr. Elkin, where did you come from?" I said, "Joe, I have come 
from the North; I came down here to look after you; you are a sick 
boy, but cheer up, Joe, I am going to take you back home with me, back 
to your father and mother," and, by the way, his father was a good 
old soldier who lost his arm on the battlefield. Then he closed his eyes, 
after a while he opened them again and said, "Mr. Elkin, I am glad to 
see you, but I will never go home with you." And he said to the nurse, 
"Where is that little flag of mine," and she found for him the little 
flag that he had carried away from home, and then he said, "Take that 
flag, give it to my father and mother; tell them that I am laying down 
my life, and do it gladly, in defence of the country I love and of the 
flag I adore." (Applause.) That was patriotism. That was the message 
that came from a Pennsylvania boy, and that is the feeling that Pennsyl- 
vanians have and Americans have, and they will always respond when 
the hour of duty calls, you can depend upon it I thank my stars that 
I live in a country where they have that patriotism and loyal feeling. We 
have the greatest country on the face of the earth and the smallest army. 
Our strength is not in our army, it is in the men and women who are 
willing to rise when it is attacked from any source, and you can bet 
on that all the time. 

I like to talk to the old soldiers; I like to see their exhibition of pa- 
triotism, because when a country gets so dead that she does not rise 
to the call of patriotism, she has certainly run her race. I remember a 
few years ago we visited the other side,— Mrs. Elkin, my daughter and 
myself. Before we started, we bought four little silk flags. We con- 
cluded that we would carry the flags with us and we did. We had no 
occasion to use them, however, until the 4th of July. We were in the 
city of Belfast. Before starting down for breakfast, I said, "When we 
go down to-day we will carry the American flag all over the city of Belfast." 
We went down to the dining-room; I led the procession and the ladies 
followed waving the American flag. There were over two hundred people 
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in the dining room and I did not know what sort of trouble we would get 
into carrying the American flag in there, but almost by impulse, more 
quickly than I am telling you the story, every man, woman and child in 
that room rose and commenced to sing "My country 'Tis of Thee." 
(Applause.) 1 found they were a lot of American tourists and it only 
required an American flag to stir up that patriotic feeling. After break- 
fast was over, they all inquired, "Where did you get the flags?" And I 
replied, "We brought them over from America." And that day we carried 
them all over the City of Belfast. In the evening we took a jaunting car 
and drove to the shipyards, and a big Irishman with beaming countenance, 
on seeing the flags rushed out to the centre of the road and shouted, 
"Hurrah for the flag of freedom and the emblem of liberty?" That is how 
the Irish feel about America and the American flag. (Applause.) You 
old soldiers frequently say, "We fought for our country." What do you 
mean by that? Do you mean by that you fought to save these broad 
acres, these high mountains, these beautiful valleys? Is that what you 
mean? I suppose if I were to tell you that, you would be insulted. You 
did not risk your lives for a few acres of land or mountains or valleys, you 
fought for the stars and stripes, for your institutions, your constitution 
and your law, that is what you fought for. It is your constitution, your 
institutions and your law upon which have been built this magnificent 
country, and that is what you fought to preserve. You fought that Ameri- 
can citizenship might be respected the world over, and it is, because they 
know the power of the American people and the government that stands 
back of it, and whenever the time comes, no matter what the cost in 
money or in blood, that American citizenship does not mean protection to 
American citizens the world over, then we have weakened our citizen- 
ship. (Applause.) That is what you fought for; that is what this country 
stands for all time. We do not want dominion; we do not want to fight 
the battles of the world, but we want American citizenship respected the 
world over no matter what force it takes to compel that respect. (Applause.) 

(Voice from the audience: What about Mexico?) 

Yes, and I would make it respected down there, if I had anything to 
do with it. American men driven from Mexico! American women insulted 
in Mexico ! American property confiscated and destroyed in Mexico ! And 
we say to them, "Get out of it the best way you can!" That is not my 
idea of American citizenship, my friends. (Great applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: I have been requested by some ladies in the audience 
to have Senior "Vice Department Commander Paine recite "The Land of 
Anthony Wayne," and I trust the Senior Vice Department Commander 
will comply with that request. 

"Pennsylvania: The Land of Anthony Wayne," was then recited by 
Senior Vice Department Commander, H. E. Paine, Post 139, Scran ton. 

THE CHAIRMAN: We have with us to-night another comrade who 
has been highly honored by his comrades of the Department of Pennsylvania, 
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Past Department Commander Gherst. He is recognized as one of the elo- 
quent orators of the Grand Army of the Republic. He comes from the 
central section, and I know it will be a great treat to his friends in the 
western part of the State to hear the comrade from Berks County. I 
have the pleasure of introducing Past Department Commander Gherst. 
(Applause.) 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER M. A. GHERST: During the 
few years that have intervened since I was a boy, I have not gotten over 
the training that was hammered into me as a boy that "boys should always 
be quiet in the presence of their elders.'' (Laughter and applause.) 

Now we can never in this world, it seems, at least I can never have 
just what I would like to have. When I was asked to come on this 
platform I supposed it was for purely ornamental purposes, but your pre- 
siding officer said it was not. Well then, I said, if I'm not sufficiently 
ornate to interest the audience, please let me at least do that which I can 
do, and which my friends know I can do, but which they are not always 
willing to let me do because so many of them think they can do it better, 
that is, 1 want to sing a song. Then I was told that the doors could not 
be closed and locked on such a hot night and certainly the audience could 
not be induced to remain if I attempted to sing a song, and now, after 
listening to the introduction of our chairman, what with my native modesty 
and that which was added to it when I served in the cavalry, I can 
scarcely stand before you. 

"Four score and seven years ago, our fathers brought forth on this 
continent a new nation, conceived in liberty and dedicated to the principle 
that all men are created equal." Continuing, Mr. Lincoln said, "We 
are now engaged in a great civil war testing whether a nation so con- 
ceived and so dedicated can long endure." That was the question that 
exercised the mind of the great Lincoln, and that was the question that 
agitated the minds and hearts of the American people. That was the 
question that was discussed by the kingdoms and the empires in the old 
world because if a nation so conceived and so dedicated could not long 
endure, then they expected to slice up this country and parcel it out 
amongst themselves. But the answer came, and it came from the men and 
the boys so eloquently and so beautifully described by Judge Elkin, the 
boys of the land, of the cities and of the towns, and they said, "Yea, 
Mr. Lincoln, a nation so dedicated and so conceived shall endure so long 
as the blood of the patriots of 76 courses through the veins of the citizens 
of this country." (Applause.) 

Last night you were asked to sing the chorus "Oh, say, does that Star 
Spangled Banner still wave o'er the land of the free and the home of the 
brave?" Yes, by the grace of God and through the loyalty of the men 
who wore the blue and the fidelity and patriotism of American womanhood, 
this flag still floats "O'er the land of the free and the home of the brave." 
(Applause). Oh, it is the same old flag that was first kissed by the sunlight 
at Brandy wine, that floated in the storms and rigors of winter at VaUey 
Forge, the flag that was carried again in the war with England in 1812 
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and in 1814, the flag that was carried with some credit in Mexico, the flag 
that was carried by you and your comrades on through the smoke and the 
carnage and the blood of over 2,000 battlefields, covering from Sumter to 
Appomattox, brought home by you and your comrades without a stain, and 
without a stain on your escutcheon as American soldiers. (Applause.) 
Yes, Mr. Lincoln and the world, a nation so conceived and so dedicated 
shall long endure ! 

Not very long ago it was my privilege to travel over a good portion of 
Virginia that was fought and contended over by the boys in blue and the 
boys in gray. I went down the Shenandoah Valley, and most of the boys 
here know all about Sheridan's campaign. We have been fighting the battles 
over for the last few day, but I know the people of this country will pardon 
us, my comrades, if in our quiet hours we talk over the scenes of those days, 
and perhaps in some sleepless hour during the night we call the roll. We 
remember it very well from the repeated calls that came from the first 
sergeant, and we answer to ourselves, "He fell at Winchester," "He went 
down at Petersburg," "He was taken away at Gettysburg," and then 
others come, and we faintly hear — faintly comes to us the answer "Here," 
and I know that the American people and those who admire the bravery 
of the men who built the nation and the men who saved the nation will 
forgive us when we speak of the deeds of heroism of the men who served the 
nation. I passed down from the Shenandoah Valley, the scenes of Sheri- 
dan's fights, and over to Lynchburg and to Appomattox and on to Peters- 
burg, and I saw that magnificent monument erected to Hartranft's Divi- 
sion, and then we went on from Petersburg to Richmond, and there in the 
capital city of the Confederacy I saw erected the magnificent monuments 
to the leaders of the men who conducted the military affairs of the Con- 
federacy, beautiful monuments, magnificent in their conception, splendid in 
their symmetry and in their proportions ; they pointed heavenward erected 
there to immortalize the names of the men who wore the gray ; and then 
we went over to Fair Oaks; some of you boys will remember it; some of 
you will remember how many of your comrades went down at Fair Oaks ; 
we went to Seven Pines, and there, amid dreary and desolate surroundings, 
is a small national cemetery. We entered the gates and with uncovered 
heads walked among the graves. Here and there a headstone indicated 
the name of the one who sleeps beneath it, but the majority of the stones 
there had numbers. only and no name, and those boys who sleep beneath 
those stones not only gave their lives but their names that the answer 
would come back, "Yes, a nation so conceived and so dedicated shall en- 
dure!" (Applause.) As I stood beside those graves, I thought of the 
hearts of the American women that had been lacerated and torn because 
the boys who slept beneath those stones had never come back any more; 
and then I said to myself, great is the glory of those other monuments in 
the minds of those who erected them, but infinitely greater is the glory of 
the men who sleep beneath these nameless graves because they always wore 
the blue and fell with their faces to the enemy that "a nation so conceived 
and so dedicated shall long endure." (Applause.) 
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You remember how, during the war, the dispatches were sent Northward 
every night, and they were ended usually with the words "All quiet on 
the Potomac to-night," until it became a by- word and frequently used 
facetiously, **A11 quiet on the Potomac to-night." So it is, my comrades and 
friends, as we gather together here and talk over the scenes of those days 
and realize that this is a great nation, "All is quiet on the Potomac to- 
night." In those days the rivers were often the scene of fierce contention 
and strife between the armies of the Union and the armies of the Southland. 
They were freighted with the machinery of death and destruction and 
desolation and sorrow. Now those rivers are laden with the commerce of 
a nation made mighty by your comrades and mine, and to-night "All is 
quiet on the Potomac,"— all is quiet on the James, all is quiet on the Rap- 
idan, all is quiet on the Rappahannock, and all is quiet on the Mississippi 
and the Cumberland and the Ohio, and these rivers flow to the sea, quietly 
floating on, singing a sweet lullaby to those living on their banks and a 
never-ending requiem to your comrades and mine sleeping on their shores. 
This nation is great, and so long as the blood of our fathers flows though 
the veins of its citizens, this nation will endure. And when all the monu- 
ments shall have crumbled to dust, when the bronze and granite have gone 
back to earth whence they came, then wiU this nation, we hope, stand ias 
a tribute to the American manhood and American womanhood who saved 
it, on the one side by their fighting and on the other by their prayers, 
and as an honor and glory to God who has directed its destinies. And may 
God so direct and guard the nation that this shall come true, and then wiU 
the answer come to Mr. Lincoln, "Yes, this nation shaU long endure!" 
(Great applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: We have with us to-night a representative of an 
organization of women who have done a great deal of good for the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and if Mrs. Foote, the President of the Woman's 
Relief Corps, is in the room and will come up on the platform, we will 
be very glad to hear from her. 

DEPARTMENT PRESIDENT OF THE WOMAN'S RELIEF CORPS, 
MRS. E. LOUISE FOOTE: Mr. Chairman, members of the Grand Army 
ladies and friends here assembled: I am sure it gives me great pleasure 
to be with you here to-night and to convey to you the greetings of the 
Woman's Relief Corps of the Department of Pennsylvania. I wish to 
pledge to you anew our allegiance, and whenever we can be of service to 
you in any way, we will be very happy to have you caU upon us. We have 
always tried to assist you whenever we were called upon, and we wi'\ 
pledge ourselves anew to you to-night. (Applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: We have also with us to-night a representative of 
another association of loyal ladies,— The Ladies of the G. A. R. These 
ladies comprise the mothers, wives and daughters of the comrades of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. It affords me pleasure to introduce to you 
Mrs. Stark, the newly elected President of the Ladies of the G. A. R. 
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PRESIDENT-ELECT OF THE LADIES OF THE G. A. R., MRS. 
STARK: Being the newly elected President of the Ladies of the G. A. R., 
Comrades, I greet you, and we promise to give you in the future the same 
loyal support we have given you in the past. Thank you. (Applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: The ladies, you know, are not as forward as the 
men although they have been of great assistance to the members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic . They must have heard the admonition I 
gave the Commander to-night, not to speak more than five minutes. I will 
now introduce to you Comrade McKee, the Commander of Post No. 3 of 
Pittsburgh, who will entertain us with a song. 

COMRADE JOSEPH P. McKEE, Post No. 3: I have been traveling, 
comrades, and for that reason do not know how my voice will be, but one 
thing sure is this, we are here to-night as comrades and friends and as 
American citizens. Our minds go back for fifty years or more, and we 
call up in our thoughts the things of the past, and those of us who passed 
through the struggles from '61 to '65 realize one thing, first of all, we should 
be very grateful that we are still of the number that are alive, and secondly, 
we should be thankful that we are united together and stand as a body of 
men second to no body in this country to-day. It has been said that the 
old boys are "old stiffs'* and are about worn out, and that they are of 
little service but I wish to say, from the indications here to-day when they 
marched over a mile or more of the streets of Indiana, that if we are 
called upon in the future, we might do very good service for this country 
yet. (Applause.) 

Fifty years ago we often sang a song that you will all remember. It 
brought to our thought and to our minds the things that were before us 
and what might transpire in a very few hours. And now, boys, join me in 
singing "Just Before the Battle, Mother." You all remember it, and you 
remember too that having been true to the flag and true to the country 
we should all be true to God. (Applause.) 

Comrade McKee then sang "Just Before the Battle, Mother," in the 
chorus of which the entire audience joined. 

THE CHAIRMAN: We have another comrade here to-night who vdll 
address you. He will be brief, and we wiU then close this meeting with 
an inspiring song. The next comrade who will speak is an old personal 
friend of mine, a Grand Army man of thirty years standing, who has been 
honored in his Post by his comrades, and by the citizens of the district 
in which he resides. I want to introduce to you Comrade Hicks, of Post 
No. 468, Altoona. 

COMRADE J. D. HICKS, POST No. 468: My comrades of the old 
Army, Commander, and my good friends of Indiana: It is a great pleasure 
for me to appear before you this evening, and yet I never meet with my 
old comrades that I have not a feeling akin to sadness. I heard Comrade 
McKee sing "Just Before the Battle, Mother," and I was reminded of the 
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poetry of the war. The poetry of that great struggle is well worthy of 
examination and well worth reading, and I never think of that great poem 
that was written, I think in 1864, "Lest We Forget," that I do not want to 
impress upon my comrades the many incidents that went to make history 
in 1864, '-Lest We Forget." 

The month of May, 1864, and the winter preceding it, were the darkest 
days in our country's history. General Grant started on that great march 
that met its first repulse at the Battle of the Wilderness, and the history 
of the country will remind you that the month of May, 1864, should be 
written in the history of this nation in red ink. Why? To impress upon 
your minds that in that month 60,000 of the brave boys of this great North- 
land of ours either were killed or wounded in that month of May, 1864, 
just fifty years ago. 

Now I read a little incident the other day concerning the boys of the army 
and the boys of the navy, and that incident I will relate briefly. You 
know, next to General Grant, whom we all trusted and love, came Farragut 
the great commander of the American Navy, whom we all love to honor. 
When the war was over Farragut took his fleet across the seas, went up 
the Mediterranean on his way to Constantinople, and when he started up 
the Bosporus he was reminded that he could not enter that narrow sea 
unless he had the consent of the Sultan of Turkey, and sending his card, 
I presume to the Sultan and telling him that he was Admiral Farragut of the 
United States Navy, word came back that Admiral Farragut of the United 
States Navy could not enter the Bosporus unless he was a prince of the 
royal blood. Of course, Farragut took that right to task, and wrote the 
Sultan this reply: "I am not only a prince of the royal blood but I have 
seven hundred other princes with me, and we are going up the Bosporus, 
and if it is not agreeable to you, we are clearing our decks for action." 
(Laughter and applause.) That was the spirit of Admiral Farragut and 
the seven hundred boys with him, and that same spirit still exists, it is 
in our hearts and our minds to-day, notwithstanding that we are growing 
older than we were in the days of Admiral Farragut. We are still as enthu- 
siastic in the welfare of the country as we were then. 

There is one thing we do in Altoona that I presume is done in Indiana 
and all other Pennsylvania cities and towns, and that is on some day pre- 
ceding Memorial Day, we visit the public schools of our town, and there 
we remind the children of our schools of the sacrifices that were made by 
the soldiers from '61 to '65. I have visited the schools of our city for 
twenty-five years and I always remind the dear children that the consti- 
tution that has been given to us by our fathers, and that has been handed 
down from father to son since that time, is a very good document, and that 
the comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic want that document in- 
terfered with just as little as possible. I believe I echo the sentiments of 
every member of the Grand Army of the Republic when I say that great 
Constitution of the United States that was prepared by Washington and 
the men who marched with him is such a document that it deserves to be 
kept just as it is, and the less tinkering with that document the better for 
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our country. (Applause.) And I know you will agree with me that we 
must impress upon the minds of our children that the Ck)n8titation of the 
United States is handed down to us from our fathers and should be changed 
just as little as possible. Therefore let us urge upon the younger generations 
to stand by that Ck>nstitution as it is now. 

Comrades, let us keep in mind the old songs, let us keep in mind the 
poetry of the war, let us teach it to our children and to our grandchildren, 
and teach those who are coming after us to guard the Constitution of our 
fathers as it was given to us and to look with suspicion upon every man 
or every set of men that undertake to tear that Constitution apart. God 
bless this great Republic. We will stand faithfully by our flag in the future 
as we have in the past and teach our children to so love and reverence that 
flag that this great country will do much toward the civilization' of the 
world until we shall be a world of free and God-fearing men. Thank you. 
(Applause.) 

THE CHAIBMAN: I want to thank this audience for their attention 
throughout this campflre. Now I have endeaveored to confine myself to 
the introduction of the speakers and permitted you to have all the enjoyment 
that you can possibly derive from their elaborate addresses, but I want to 
crave your indulgence for a moment or two before we have the song that I 
have promised. 

I desire to say that during the past year it has been my great pleasure 
to have filled the office of Assistant Adjutant General, and to be very dose 
to our Department Commander. In that year, I, with very many other 
comrades of this Department, have learned to love his qualities as a comrade 
and as a man, and as it has been so well presented by his Chief of Staff* 
Comrade Weaver, in his presentation of that beautiful badge, it is not 
necessary for me to enlarge on the esteem in which he is held by his comrades, 
but as it is a night of surprises, I will give him a little surprise. 

The friends of Commander Wells in this Department, in addition to pre- 
senting him with the customary badge of a retiring Department Commander, 
have delegated me to hand to him this token of their love and regard, which 
he is asked to take to his home and present to his wife. I am sorry to say 
she is an invalid at present- or she would have been with us to-night to 
enjoy these ceremonies. We have had prepared and framed a bronze 
representation or likeness of our beloved Department Commander, and we 
trust that he will take this to his home, and present it, with our love and 
regard to his wife and son, so that in years to come his son and his grand- 
children may know that Commander Wells was appreciated, respected and 
beloved not only for his valor during the war but also for his manhood and 
his comradeship in the Grand Army of the Republic since that time. (Ap- 
plause.) Commander Wells, I present this to you. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WILLIAM J. WELLS: My Adjutant 
and comrades, all I can say is, I thank you from the bottom of my heart.

The 48th Annual Ehicampment of the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand 
Army of the Republic, was called to order at 10 o'clock A.M. by Department 
Commander, William J. Wells, who opened the Department Encampment 
in due form. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: Comrades, I will introduce to you 
J. Elder Peelor, Esq., of this city, who represents the Chief Burgess, and 
who will extend to you the welcome of the citizens of Indiana. 

J. ELDER PEELOR, ESQ., of Indiana: Members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic: It is my good fortune to look on the silver crown of more 
nobility this morning than I have ever seen in one place in my life. I am 
not the chief presiding officer of the city but his representative. We are a 
combination of Moses and Aaron, he is the Moses and I am the Aaron 
of this town. I do not know that a more pleasing or honorable duty could 
be conferred on anyone than to welcome this splendid body of representative 
citizens of the grandest commonwealth of this country. There was a beauti- 
ful custom in vogue many centuries ago, that when a man had attained 
eminence as a benefactor of the race, by reason of the services he had ren- 
dered in art, science, literature, discovery or invention, and he visited a 
city, he was tendered the privilege of that city. In that ceremony, the 
lord mayor of the city presided, and his address of welcome he briefly re- 
viewed the achievements of the distinguished citizen, and, in conclusion, 
tendered to him the key that opened up the special privileges of the city, 
and those privileges he was free to enjoy so long as he remained the guest 
of the city. But, mark you, that which entitled him to this honor was no 
ordinary accomplishment; it was an extraordinary accomplishment, and it 
was left to you Americans to furnish to the world an exhibition of the 
grandest spirit of brotherhood the world has ever seen. It was you and 
your comrades, many of whom are not present here to-day because of the 
inflrmitieB of age or by reason of the sufferings that come from exposure in

the field of battle in the line of duty wherever found, and then, alas, many 
of your noble comrades who sleep to-day their last sleep neath graves that 
are sun-kissed and wind-swept and who will see no other union on this 
earth. I talk to-day to those who have made possible more avenues of 
successful promotion of the race than have any other body of men on the 
face of the earth. It was you, gentlemen, who, by your efforts, opened up 
the great avenues over which the generations are marching to fortune and 
to fame. It was you who gave power and force to our public institutions; 
it is you gentlemen and your friends departed who have made it possible 
for the first time in the history of the civilization of the world, to make 
the national plowshare of peace follow in the wake of the national sword 
of war, and, more than that, you are the boys who were willing in the 
60*s to sacrifice your fortune, your liberty, yea, your lives that you might 
ratify the Declaration of Independence, and it was you who made possible 
the Emancipation Proclamation, and what our forefathers had written in 
ink, you and your comrades, by your life's blood ratified, and you made those 
two instruments the greatest proclamations of liberty and freedom the world 
over. (Applause.) 

I therefore, on behalf of the Burgess of our city and almost five thousand 
citizens, tender to you a hearty welcome in our midst, and tender to you 
that spirit of inexpressible love, admiration and reverence that comes from 
the hearts of a grateful people for the noble Services you have rendered. 
In but a few years you must lay down your work, but your presence in our 
midst, I trust, has kindled on the altars of our land a new fire of liberty 
that wHl be fanned by the Sons of Veterans and succeeding generations 
into a splendid holy light that will lead us forward to a nobler and higher 
life. (Applause.) It is you who have united your hands and hearts with 
the South in the construction of a beautiful chaplet of love and tenderness, 
the richest chaplet that will ever rest on the brow of a soldier since the 
dawn of time. 

Then to you, who wear the silver crown of age, you who respect, honor 
and reverence, we offer to you the key of our town. It opens our hands, 
it opens our hearts, it opens our homes, it opens the hen coops, in fact it 
opens everything here except the jail and the brewery. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) And we will get from you the inspiration of that splendid bravery 
that makes possible this hour, that brotherhood that comes from the spirit 
of an Infinite Fatherhood, that rules and reigns wherever the spirit of the 
American boys of the GO'S is found. (Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: Comrades I will call upon Past De- 
partment Commander Gherst to reply to this most excellent address of 
welcome . 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER M. A. GHERST: Commander, 
and Mr. Peeler as the representative of Indiana: My Comrades, you have 
listened to the beautiful, eloquent and forceful address of welcome from 
the representative of the citizens of Indiana. I take it that I voice the 
sentiments of my comrades when I say that beautiful and eloquent and 
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forceful and patriotic as was the address of the representative, the hospi- 
tality, the practical demonstration of hospitality, by the citizens of Indiana 
since the arrival of the first comrade here until this moment, is infinitely 
more eloquent than can be the words of mortal man. (Applause.) Their 
hospitality demonstrated to us that their ancestors, in the time when you 
and I represented the nation's cause, were equally patriotic with us, be- 
cause unless the blood of patriots flowed through their veins, they could not 
exercise the patriotic hospitality they have extended to us. (Applause.) 
You, my friend of Indiana, may never live to see the day when you will 
again in this capacity welcome such an organization as this. When this 
army came across the Potomac and marched out Pennsylvania Avenue, amid 
the plaudits of assembled multitudes, they were young and full of life and full 
of vigor, and they organized the Grand Army of the Republic, an organiza- 
tion most unique in its character, an organization that will never have a 
successor. (Applause.) Time has gone by, and while their heads are 
frosted, their hearts are young, and the only regret we have, in view of 
the news that flashed over the wires this morning, is that the years may 
be counted against us if "Old Glory" needs to float in Mexico against an 
attack from that country. (Applause.) We do not regret growing old. 
We have the consciousness that these men, in the days when the nation's 
life was in peril, did their duty as men. They became citizens as good as 
this great commonwealth has ever seen. They performed the duties of the 
Grand Army of the Republic ; they took care of the widows and the orphans, 
and one of their great objects is to teach patriotism, and I believe they have 
been successful. This organization more than any other factor in this 
country has kept burning brightiy the fires of patriotism, and when the 
last comrade, and that may be a long time and I hope it may be, will 
have passed away, the nation's tribute wiQ be: "These were men," and 
what more can you say, "and they were comrades in every sense of the 
word; these were the men who served the nation under the guidance of 
Providence . " (Applause . ) 

Mr. Peelor was escorted from the platform, the Encampment being called 
up and saluting. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: We will now call upon Comrade John 
A. Snodgrass, of Post No. 153, Carnegie, to offer prayer. 

COMRADE JOHN A. SNODGRASS, Poet No. 153: Our Father and 
our God: We pray Thee this morning let Thy blessing rest upon us. We 
are here as men who have done the work for which they enlisted, and who 
have done it by the providence of Thy grace and by Thy power so success- 
fully that it shall never again be repeated. We want to thank Thee this 
morning for having permitted so many of us to survive; we want to thank 
Thee for the strength and vigor of so many of us, for the warm-heartedness 
that prevails througout the whole Encampment and all over this land. 
And now this morning as we are about to enter upon a line of business, 
grant, we pray Thee, that Thy richest blessings may be upon all who are 
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leading us, upon all who are taking a prominent part in the work and 
upon all those present. Lord, we ask that Thy blessing may be upon those 
oflScers who are about to retire, and may they retire not only with the best 
wishes of all the comrades but with the consciousness of duty well per- 
formed, and we ask that Thy blessing be upon those who shall succeed 
jthem as we enter a new year*s work. Bless us now as we stand in Thy 
presence; grant that very one of us may believe in and love God as never 
before, and that we may feel in our souls that He is the support and strength 
of nations as well as men, of states as well as individuals, and may we 
consecrate ourselves and our department work and the whole State of 
Pennsylvania to the Lord, Jesus Christ, as never before and that the next 
year will see God's work among us and great success attend our efforts. 
Bless those that are in sickness and in pain or are hindered by infinnities 
from being with us this morning. Bless their wives and the widows and 
the orphans, and now, oh Lord, take us in Thy care, and make us realize 
that God is our Great Commander, and that to Him we bow. We ask it 
in Jesus' name. Amen.

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Commander's Address. 



Comrades: How time flies! But one short year ago we met at Gettys- 
burg on that memorable battlefield where us victors and vanquished met 
to talk over the days long since gone by to fratermize, to foregive, to for- 
get, to sit around the same campfires, to fight their battles over again, 
not in anger, but in memory only. Fifty years had passed and foe met foe 
as friend and friend. It was a grand epoch in American history. It can 
never be repeated. It was a lesson, an object lesson to the world, and its 
impress will last till time is no more. The nations of the world looked on 
and wondered. The power and the greatness of our redeemed Nation sat 
enthroned in simple majesty, as, from the everlasting hills a sound, the 
echos of contending strike, of Saxon versus Saxon, battling for high prin- 
ciple, proclaimed to the world that Magna Charta once wrested from kingly 
power must ever dominate a free people, that the remnant of caste, feudal- 
ism, and serfdome must ever give way to freedom. Victor and vanquished 
there, in those few days, realized and acknowledged that the past is past, 
that the future of our Nation is bright with hope, that we are again one 
people, with one flag, and one destiny. Who shall say that the coming 
together of that vast body of American soldiers, once foes, now friends, 
with the passions of war subsided and the era of good feeling restored was 
and is not worth all it cost. 

In the midst of these scenes and rejoicings, comrades, it was my good 
fortune and distinguished honor to become the recipient of your generous 
consideration and to be elected by you to the Oommandership of the De- 
partment of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, an honor, the 
highest in your gift and one no comrade in the Department could more 
highly appreciate than I. To be thus selected to preside over the interests 
of this magnificent department, to keep it up to its high standard, to 
realize that I was considered worthy to follow in the footsteps of my honored 
predecessors, and to feel that my services of many years have been thus 
appreciated fills me with a thankfulness beyond my power to express. 

You entrusted to my care the honor of this Department and placed in my 
hands its banner with the implied injunction that it was never to be honored 
while in my keeping, and, to the best of my ability, with all my powers of 
mind and body I have tried to be true to my trust. How well or how poorly 
I have succeeded, I must leave to your good judgment. If good intention 
and earnest effort to perform my full duty count in my favor, I can but 
feel reasonably proud of my accomplishments, as Department Commander, 
and shall hand down to my successor, without stain or blemish, the banner 
entrusted to my keeping by you one year ago. 

But, Comrades, I am not vain enough to assume to myself, or to my ad- 
ministration of the office of Commander, any great credit for the success 
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accomplished, for no commander, I think, within my recollection, ever 
had, nor could have a stronger intelligent support, throughout the De- 
partment, than I have had, for which I am very grateful, and in this 
oflScial manner, desire to express my sincere thanks. 

Up to the dose of the National Encampment in September, I enjoyed 
comparatively good health, but at its adjournment, I visited the swampy- 
region of Savannah, Georgia, to visit a long absent brother, and in the 
few days spent there, contracted a severe attack of neuritis which lodged 
in my right leg and foot, disabling me from travel for several months, ex- 
cept by train or trolley, and then only with much pain and inconvenience. 
All this time I was well aware of the risks I ran in subjecting myself to 
travel, and, though constantly importuned by numerous comrades and 
friends throughout the Department, to relinquish my arduous duties of 
official visitations to the care of the Senior and Junior Vice Department 
Commanders, I have kept bravely up to my work with a determination to 
do my full duty as commander, and I think, with good to myself and 
the comradeship in general. It was hard work, comrades, ever to be 
ready at the call of my efficient Assistant Adjutant General, Comrade 
Samuel P. Town to whom I had given the absolute control of my official 
visitations, and, in whom, I had the most implicit trust, to join him in 
our travels, near and far, but, though suffering severely at the start and 
feeling somewhat inadequate to the task, I never failed to find renewed cour- 
age when I looked into the eyes of the comrades visited and found there 
the heartfelt sympathy they felt for their disabled, but courageous, com- 
mander who braved all to show them they were not forgotten. The hearty 
grasp of the hand ; the kindly fervent welcome, and the kind attention 
shown me by the thousands of my comrades visited, in all parts of the 
State, much more than repaid me for my efforts to continue doing my 
duty, and shall never forget the good it did me. Five years as Depart- 
ment Inspector made me many and true friends, and it was no small pleas- 
ure to have so many of the best comrades in the Department, whom I had 
never, personally met, greet me with the assertion that they had been as- 
sistant inpsectors under me. 

It is true, that he who gives, receives even more abundantly. I have 
found it so. In this connection, comrades, it is apropos for me to say, 
that the generous travelling expenses allowed to me by the good comrades 
of the Council of Administration, alone, made it possible for me to have 
the continued and kindly services of my Adjutant General ever at my elbow, 
for we shared alike in travel. 

Before closing this part of my address, I desire to express my most 
grateful thanks towards all my comrades, official and unofficial, who con- 
tributed, by their presence at post or other meetings at which the com- 
mander was officially present, to make his visit pleasurable to him and 
profitable to them. 
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VISITATIONS. 

Having no regular occupation myself, and that of the Adjutant General 
being so arranged as to permit him to accompany me wherever I went, our 
visitations to Company and Regimental Reunions, Grand Army Asso- 
ciations and Posts commenced early in my administration and before my 
disablement, so that the entire year found us — as I never went anywhere 
without him — visiting somewhere, our aim being to meet as many comrades 
together as possible. 

The first long trip we took was to Shamokin and Sunbury where a 
meeting embracing some five counties was held. We then visited a place 
in the Wyoming Valley some distance above Wilkes-Barre, called Me- 
hoopany, where a picnic and camp-fire was held embracing seven counties; 
both of these were day meetings. At the latter several hundred comrades 
from Scranton and Wilkes-Barre, including the Senior Vice Department 
Commander, Comrade H. E. Paine of Post 139, Scranton, were present, 
also a number of ladies representing Woman's Relief Corps, and ladies 
of the G. A. R. At the Sunbury meeting there were also present 
many comrades and ladies representing posts and corps in the immediate 
neighborhood, as No. 335 of Sunbury, No. 14 of Shamokin, No. 92 of Mount 
Carmel and others. As both of these large gatherings addresses were made 
by the Department Commander and the Adjutant-General and others, while, 
at Mehoopany, that of Senior Vice Department Commander Paine was 
good and well received. About this time, at the invitation of the Central 
Association and posts Nos. 84 and 405 of Lancaster we attended a camp- 
meeting, held under the auspices of the M. E. Church in their grove 
at Landisville near Lancaster presided over by a Rev. Watchorn, an elo- 
quent Methodist minister of Philadelphia, at which were present the Com- 
mander, Adjutant General Town, Department Chaplain, Rev. M. S. 
Ganoe, the President of the Association, Comrade Patrick of Post 58, 
Harrisburg, and last, but not least, the Junior Vice Department Com- 
mander, Comrade James W. M. C. Cune, at whose cottage in the grove 
the members of the staff were delightfully entertained at dinner. During 
the afternoon stirring addresses were made along Grand Army lines by all 
the above named. At the close, all the visiting comrades returned to 
Lancaster, having highly enjoyed the outing and well pleased with the 
results of the visit. Other nearby visits were made about this time, notably, 
one to Cynwyd, near Philadelphia, at the reunion of Company "B," First 
Pennsylvania Cavalry, at which its last colonel. General John P. Taylor, 
Past Department Commander was present as was also. Department Com- 
mander Bodine of the Department of New Jersey, and many comrades of 
the 147th Pennsylvania. In addition, the families of comrades and friends, 
men, women, and children, swelled the number of those who partook of 
the bounty, prepared by Comrade John H. Ott and his charming wife, 
and set on tables spread under the trees on their beautiful lawn to hun- 
dreds. Prior to partaking of this bounty of Comrade Ott and his kind 
lady, addresses had been made by prominent comrades present, and the 
Congressman of the 8th Congressional District, in which Cynwyd is lo- 
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cated, while sweet music by a local orchestra interspersed the remarks. 
On dispersing, all voted Comrade Ott and his wife the most charming of 
entertainers. Thus were inaugurated a series of pleasant reunions and en- 
tertainments at which comrades and their families were brought closer to- 
gether and the bonds of fraternity strengthened. To enumerate all our 
visitations to post and regimental and other reunions would be only 
to tire you without adding much additional interest, as all follow much 
the same plan of entertainment. One more exception was the reunion of 
the 138th Regiment, to which Past Commander-in-chief Stewart belonged, 
which met in Post 94, Philadelphia. On account of official business in the 
Adjutant General's office at Harrisburg, our genial comrade was absent and 
much missed. 

NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 

The Forty-seventh National Encampment met at Chattanooga, Tennes- 
see, from September 15th to the 20th, 1913, inclusive. Pennsylvania head- 
quarters were established at the "Hotel Patten," the largest and finest 
hotel in the city. Considering the rate of fare, the distance, and the 
short time elapsed since the Gettysburg gathering, the attendance from 
this Department was fair, but not so large as could be wished. Of course, 
many went to Chattanooga more to visit the old battlefields than to spend 
their time in the city itself in attendance upon the encampment proper 
and well did they accomplish that purpose for large parties were constantly 
going out to them under the care of suitable guides. The headquarters 
hotel from which these expeditions started thus became a sort of meeca 
for the assembling of comrades in general and the fraternal greetings 
therein were of the most social character. 

The annual parade was not quite up to the usual standard, largely on 
account of a light rain which was falling during the formation and march, 
many umbrellas appearing in line. The Pennsylvania Department, how- 
ever, headed by the Department Commander and staff escorted by Mays 
Post No. 220 of Franklin, who kindly acted as the official escort 
to the commander, with their band, maintained their usual supremacy 
and presented, notwithstanding the rain, a very soldierly appearance, 
which received the plaudits of the people all along the length of the pa- 
rade. In this connection, the commander desires to express his most 
grateful thanks to the officers and comrades of this magnificent post and to 
Comrade Past Department Commander Miller for the tender of their ser- 
vices as the escort to the commander on this occasion, and regrets that 
his physical condition precluded his paying an official visit to the Post at 
Franklin during his visit to the west and hopes the comrades will take 
the wish for the deed. 

The attendance of the delegates at the sessions of the encampment 
during the two business days, Thursday and Friday, was splendid, all 
being present to vote on questions as they came up. During the election 
of encampment officers, the commander, seeing a favorable opportunity, 
without consulting the delegates-^as time did not permit— nominated his 
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Chief of Staff, Doctor Joseph K. Weaver, the Surgeon General of the 
National Guard of Pennsylvania, and a member of his own Post, No. 11, of 
Norristown, for the office of Surgeon General of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, who has elected by acclamation, under a suspension 
of the rules, and to add to this pleasure, the doctor being absent 
at the installation of department officers elect, the commander was, later 
on, by the new Commander-in-Chief, Comrade Washington Gardner, 
delegated to install the Surgeon General into his office, which he did in his 
own post at Norristown at the time of installation of the officers of Zook 
Post and during a personal reception given to the commander by the post 
and prominent citizens of the town at which Post Commander-in-Chief 
Stewart and Past Department Commander Gherst were kind enough to 
lend their presence. Thus Pennsylvania again secured some attention to 
itself by this timely act of the commander, who claims no personal credit 
for this snap proceeding, except, that he "got there." 

Upon returning home and resting. Comrade Town and I resumed our 
itinerary. Accompanied by a large number of comrades, we visited Wilde 
Post No. 25 at Chester, where n large room packed with comrades greeted us 
and where we spent a most enjoyable evening, having, we believe, done 
much good. Post No. 31 of West Chester, celebrated the anniversary of 
their entry into their present quarters, where they are finely and agree- 
ably quartered and a very large delegation of prominent Philadelphia 
comrades escorted the Department Commander on his visit there. The 
day before was spent at Harrisburg at a large assembly of posts, repre- 
senting the Central Association. In the afternoon the Asst.-Adj. General 
led a fine parade of the posts of this association, the condition of the 
Commander precluding his participation therein, but, at the evening camp- 
fire, he was present and addressed the comrades, as did also, the Junior 
Vice Department Commander, Comrade McCune, Department Chaplain 
Ganoe, Comrade John McElroy, Past J. V. Commander-in-Chief, and 
other notable Comrades. The day was well spent and enjoyed by all. 

The next official visit was to Easton, where the commander, accom- 
panied by the Adjutant General and National Assistant Quartermaster 
General, Comrade J. Henry Holcomb, member of the Department Coun- 
cil of Administration. They were met by Past Senior Vice Department 
Commanders Chidsey and Dietrich and agreeably quartered at the best hotel 
in the city. The evening was spent at the rooms of Post 217, and an 
enjoyable time with speeches, songs, recitations and orchestral music 
was had, followed by a fine luncheon prepared by the Woman's Relief 
Corps. Our next visit was to the Soldiers' and Sailors* Home at Erie, 
where we spent two days, making a thorough inspection of the same. 

THE ERIE HOME. 

We timed this visit so as to meet the Board of Trustees on the morning 
of February 5th, the object being to consult with the board, mainly, 
as to the appointment by the commander of a successor to Past Com- 
mander-in-Chief Wagner on the board, he having died in office on January 
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15th, 1914, and, incidentally, to examine into the condition of the home and 
the members therein. The home, in aU its appointments, was thoroughly 
inspected "from top to bottom" and found to be in excellent condition^ both 
as to food, the preparation and service of it, and as to the comrade mem- 
bers of the home, their comfort, and all pertaining to their well being. 
Although crippled and unable to go around and to see each separate com- 
rade, I did see and talk with many, and found them uniformly well satis- 
fied with the home and their treatment by those having care of them, and 
remarkably free from complaints of ill treatment. In the afternoon of our 
second day there, the comrades were assembled in their beautiful chapel 
or assembly room, where the Commander was called upon to address them, 
which he did, an unusual occurrence, I was told. A general talk by Past 
Commander-in-Chief Beath, a member of and acting President of the 
Board of Trustees, who introduced the Commander, who spoke to them as 
became the occasion and reminded them of the fact that the Erie Home was 
the child of his, the Commander's, Post No. 11, of Norristown, as he and 
Comrade Past Commander-in-Chief and Secretary of the Board, Comrade 
Thos. J. Stewart, were two members of the original committee of S. K. 
Zook Post No. 11, of Norristown, to prepare resolutions for presentation 
to the State Legislature asking for the establishment of the home. He 
was followed by Comrade Stewart, who, in a brief address, verified the 
statement of the Commander and told how he and other Comrades of the 
Grand Army — being a member of the House at the time — engineered, not only 
theHome BUI, but the Soldier's Burial BiU, through both Houses till 
they became the law of the State. 

Leaving Erie on the evening of the 6th, we arrived in Philadelphia in 
time to attend the reception to the Commander-in-Chief on the afternoon 
of the 7th at the Union League banquet to him on the same evening by 
the Sons of Veterans at the Walton Hotel. 

THE TRIP TO PITTSBURGH. 

On February 8th, we went to Pittsburgh, got there about 5 o'clock P. 
M., found deep snow on the ground, and was quartered at the 7th Avenue 
Hotel for the week, a committee receiving us for that purpose. That even- 
ing we were escorted to Post 3, located in the magnificent Memorial 
Hall, which cost the city of Pittsburgh $1,500,000. On the evening of 
the 9th, we attended the muster of Post 157, same building. We rested 
on the 10th and kept *'open house" at our rooms, where many comrades 
called to pay their respects to the Commander. Taking the train on 
the morning of the 11th for Hawkins Station, several miles east of Pitts- 
burgh, proper, where is located the Ladies of the G. A. R. Home for 
Widows, Wives, Mothers, Sisters and Daughters of Veterans of the Civil 
War, and a most magnificent home it is! The home is owned, managed, 
and controlled entirely by the Circles of the Ladies of the G. A. R. and no 
comrade can visit that home without feeling his heart expand with gratifi- 
cation and great appreciation of the work done by the noble women who are 
responsible for the conception and erection of such a noble building. Great 
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credit is due to them for the continued care of it and of those entrusted 
to their care and protection. The Commander tried to make each old 
lady happy by visiting each one in her room, taking her by the hand, and 
speaking to her some kindly words of human comfort. We were kindly and 
royally entertained by the management of the home, and left there with 
regret, but with hearty congratulations for the great good they are doing. 
Getting back to the city we visited the Poets, some three, quartered in the 
old City Hall on the North Side. Wherever we went, our reception and 
treatment was the same, and we cannot speak too highly of the fraternity 
and hospitality of our Pittsburgh comradeship. 

LINCOLN'S BIRTHDAY. 

At 5 P. M. on the 12th, Lincoln's birthday, we went again to Memorial 
Hall, and, with hundreds of the comrades, their wives and daughters, 
partook of a fine supper which was followed by a well arranged program 
in the competent hands of Past Department Commander PoweU, consist- 
ing of song, reading and appropriate addresses, and an eulogy on Lincoln 
by Judge BuflSngton, of Pittsburgh, a program well carried out and most 
highly appreciated by the large audience present. On the morning of 
the 13th we left for Indiana accompanied by the well wishes of our Pitts- 
burgh comrades, many of whom went with us. 

Our good comrade. General Harry White, of Indiana, and Commander 
of Post 28, met us at the station with sleighs, as much snow had fallen, 
and after resting, took us to the Indiana State Normal School, located 
in the city, where we had the honored privilege of dining with the 
faculty and pupils, a treat much appreciated. Addresses were made by most 
of our party to the several hundred pupils present, when we returned to 
our hotels . The installation of oflScers of the Post and Woman's Relief Corps 
had been deferred till this time and the installation of both took place in 
the court house on that evening, the Assistant Adjutant General acting In- 
stalling Officer for the Post. The next day, Sunday, some of our Pittsburgh 
comrades returned to the city early in the day, and the balance took lun- 
cheon with the General at his elegant mansion where we were treated to 
a fine repast presided over by the General's daughter-in-law, a most esti- 
mable lady. At 5 P. M. we took the train for home. This long and 
arduous trip was undertaken by the Commander in much trepidation, but 
the kind treatment and care bestowed upon him by our good comrades of 
the west acted as a tonic and he returned to his home much improved. 
The longest trip since, was to Post 139 of Scran ton, and Post 97 at Wilkes- 
Barre, both of which were much enjoyed by Comrades, Woman's Relief 
Corps, Ladies of the G. A. R. and visitors, notwithstanding the excite- 
ment attending the presence of "Billy" Sunday in that region. 

This closed our outside itinerary, and inaugurated that of the Posts in 
Philadelphia. The Commander and Comrade Town were invited guests 
at the Washington's Birthday Banquet of Post No. 1, at the Union 
League in February 23rd, a splendid affair, and one highly appreciated, 
even though the Commander was blizzard-stayed and was the sleeping 
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guest of the Post at the League. We were also the guests of the Second 
Pennsylvania Heavy Artillery at their reunion. Bucks County Posts 
held two reunions a year, spring and fall. We attended both with 
many city comrades present. Our itinerary of Philadelphia Posts embraced 
16 of the most prominent. On the Commander's oflScial visit to these Posts 
some 15 or 20 comrades of other Posts, mostly assistant inspectors, at- 
tended, night after night, forming a very pleasing feature of these visits 
and endearing these faithful comrades to the person of the Department Com- 
mander, who takes this opportunity and method of extending his personal 
thanks to each of them whose names are really worthy— did space permit — 
to form part of this address, which is largely a comprehensive report of 
active work performed by the Commander and Assistant Adjutant General, 
and rather an innovation. It may be, comrades, I ought to apologize for 
so elaborate and lengthy a description of our official visitations, but my 
object has been to show you that the comrade you placed in command at 
Gettysburg, notwithstanding his physical disability, has, by the aid of his 
most efficient Asst.-Adj. General, tried to perform his full duty to the De- 
partment and to your satisfaction. This report would not be complete 
did I not speak of a recent visit made to Post 16 of Reading, where Past 
Department Commander Gherst and the Junior Vice Department Comman- 
der McCune with several Comrades from Lancaster were present. 

THE BROOKVILLE HOME. 
I deeply regret my inability to reach this home; mostly because I could 
not make it convenient, in connection with other visitations in that end 
of the State, to get there on the dates set for me by the directors of the 
home — their board meetings — and I could not afford to make a special trip 
across the State to reach Brookville. This is my only reason why I did 
not get there, and surely not because I did not desire to visit it. I hope 
this explanation — the best I can make — ^will be satisfactory to our good 
friends, the Woman's Relief Corps. 

HOME FOR VETERAN AND WIFE. 

A few weeks ago, the Adjutant General and several comrades accom- 
panied me to this home at 65th and Vine streets, Philadelphia. We were 
kindly received by Mrs. Shannon and her Board of Managers and escorted 
by them all over the home, explaining all and introducing me to all its 
inmates, who seemed very glad to meet the Department Commander and 
shake hands with him, and he was just as pleased to see them. The Ladies 
of the G. A. R. who have charge of this home, are, most of them, per- 
sonally known to the Commander, and he feels satisfied that under their 
kindly care and attention, the home is bound to prosper. The ladies 
kindly entertained us with a light lunch which I know was much appre- 
ciated by the visitors. While at lunch, my Chief of Staff, Doctor J. K. 
Weaver, joined us, and, I am sure, his genial presence was much appre- 
ciated by the ladies. 
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SOLDIERS* ORPHANS INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 
We had set a time far visiting this interesting school at Scotland and 
were much disappointed to find it inexpedient to go there at the time set, 
as an epidemic of measles affected the pupils. However, the visit is only 
deferred until we are assured that it is opportune to go there. 

SONS OF VETERANS. 
From observation in our travels over the Department I am strongly 
inclined to believe there is a strong tendency to advance the interests of the 
Camps of Sons of Veterans, to increase their membership and efficiency, 
and to bring them closer to the membership of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. I see no reason why this should not be done. Comrades, unless 
we urge this organization to keep closer to us, and we to them, and teach 
and encourage them to become more useful than they have, with certain 
exceptions, been in the past, we shall soon find them of little value to us, 
when their services are most needed. Heretofore but little attention has 
been paid to them by Posts and comrades; they have simply been allowed to 
drift along. Bestir yourselves, comrades; take hold; make them useful by 
using them at funerals and on Memorial days; you do not know their 
value until you get them" to do something. 

MEMORIAL DAY. 

Year by year we see a closer and more intelligent observance of Memorial 
Day; no longer do people inquire its meaning, except, possibly by the 
vastly increasing foreign population still thronging to our shores, and they, 
too, will soon know why we decorate the graves of our fallen comrades with 
spring's most beautiful flowers, for their children soon "catch on," and 
will impress upon their parents the cause of this beautiful ceremony; in- 
deed, the custom has grown into an unwritten law, and is almost universally 
observed by all classes of people, to be annually observed, we hope, for- 
ever. It will never die out, comrades, for, so long as human sympathy 
exists in human hearts, so long in some form, will the graves of our 
honored dead find loving remembrance. 

SAYERS MEMORIAL CHURCH. 

A resolution was passed at the last Encampment and $100 was donated, 
by the Encampment towards a Memorial Church in Philadelphia in memory 
of our late Department Chaplain, the Rev. John W. Sayers; and also 
provided that the incoming administration take into earnest consideration 
what further steps might with propriety be taken in soliciting contributions 
from Posts or members for this purpose. Rev. Dr. Carholson and Rev. 
Dr. Boswell met the Council of Administration and subsequently a circular 
was sent to the various Posts, soliciting contributions, by the Memorial 
Church Committee. 
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OFFICERS* REPORTS. 

Reports of all the oflScers of the staff will be presented to the Encampment 
showing the workings of the Department, which, I hope, will receive your 
attention and receive due consideration. They will evidence the faithful 
and efficient service rendered during the past year. Where all have done 
so well is not easy to discriminate. 

SENIOR AND JUNIOR VICE-COMMANDERS. 

Comrades Paine and McCune have rendered good and faithful service 
in visitations to the Posts in their immediate localities and have otherwise 
aided the Commander to the extent of their ability and opportunity. 

ASSISTANT ADJUTANT GENERAL. 

As will be seen by a perusal of the commander's address to the Encamp- 
ment, the Commander made no mistake when he re-appointed Commander 
Samuel P. Town to the important office of Assistant Adjutant General, 
for no comrade in the Department could possibly have rendered the faith- 
ful service to the Commander in his crippled condition as he did. Early 
in his administration he realized that it was a question of vital importance 
for the Commander to rely upon the strong arm, excellent judgment, and 
prompt action of Comrade Town, and, unless this was done, he would 
have been compelled for the good of the Department to have surrendered 
a large part of the executive character of his office to the Senior and Junior 
Vice Department Commanders, on account of his inability to trail unaided, 
cen in Philadelphia, so near his home, had he not, at every turn, his ever 
faithful adjutant to lean and depend upon. He met him at every train, 
conducted him on train and trolley travel, and placed him upon the same, 
for safe return to his home. To accomplish this, it was obvious that their 
travelling expenses be mutual, and thus matters were facilitated, and is 
it any wonder, comrades, that the Commander has learned, through this 
long, faithful service, to love his adjutant with a devotion beyond that 
of comrade, aye, beyond that of brother? To say that the Commander 
does this, is weak eulogy of a good and faithful officer of his persona!! 
staff. May God, who knows even the fall of a sparrow, watch over and 
preserve Comrade Town to the good of the Grand Army he loves so well! 
You will find his official report to be one of excellence, efficiency, and 
worthy of perusal. 

ASSISTANT QUARTERMASTER GENERAL. 
In the person of Comrade C. F. Gramlich, the Commander recognizes 
an officer of great worth to the Department, and one he is proud to have 
upon his official staff. His office is not a showy one, nor likely to attract 
much individual attention, but who of our comradeship does not know 
"Chris. Gramlich?" The Commander has known him for many years and 
avers that a more capable, soldierly appearing officer could not be found in 
the Department. Long may you live "Chris," to preside over the fiw«n4»{ fll 
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affairs of this Department and to lighten up the faces of your comrades 
when they see you. The Commander needs not to commend you for work 
well done, for correctness, neatness, and despatch in your work, for you 
know nothing else. Long may you live to hold this enviable position in 
our hearts. 

DEPARTMENT INSPECTOR. 

It is with feelings of unusual satisfaction and pleasure that the De- 
partment Commander reviews the work of Comrade William H. Green, 
the efficient Department Inspector. It was this officer, comrades, that the 
Commander relieved six years ago, to assume the inspectorship himself, and, 
when elected to the office of Commander at Gettysburg, one year ago the 
greatest problem he had to solve, was, whom should he appoint to suc- 
ceed himself. He scarcely dared hope for the solution he found, for, with- 
out solicitation on his part. Comrade Green pleasantly approached the 
Commander-elect, and said: "Commander, or rather, *Bill,' I know you 
are troubled about the appointment of an inspector ; you have great interest 
in that office, and so have I ; what would you say to my taking it again?" 
Comrades, knowing only too well the importance of the office from my 
five years service in it, and desiring to keep up its standard, these kindly 
words fell upon my ears like a gentle shower of rain upon the parched 
earth after a long drought. I could have embraced him, so pleased I was, 
but contented nlyself by simply thanking him, he fully realizing how re- 
lieved I was. Comrades will remember how the major part of my remarks 
to the Encampment in thanking them for my election to the office of 
Commander, was a strong appeal to stand by Comrade Green to help 
him out, and, now, that his work is done, I know full well that his report 
will show how well the listening comrades took in the force of it. I there- 
fore, comrades, thank you on the inspector's behalf, and my own, for the 
prompt support you gave him, and him for his generous kindness and 
good comradeship in voluntarily coming to my relief. My sincere thanks are 
also due and are hereby tendered to the Headquarter's Clerk, Comrade 
John N. Reber, for his promptness, efficiency and intelligent performance 
of the duties of his office, and I know I voice the opinions of all who came 
into official relations with him. 

COUNCIL OF ADMINISTRATION. 

The Commander cannot speak too highly of the members of the Coun 
cil of Administration, Comrades H. T. Stan wood, the efficient and prompt 
secretary of the council, and Comrades John Dougherty, J. Henry Hol- 
comb, Alexander M. Appel and J. Y. Chessrown. These Comrades have 
been remarkably prompt in their attendance at the meetings of the council, 
and no item of business pertaining to the good and best interests of the 
Department escaped their close scrutiny, but received the careful attention 
it deserved. The Commander regrets that sickness sometimes warranted 
his absence from a few of their meetings, but, in some instances, his place 
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was ably filled by the presence of the Senior Vice Commander. The Junior 
Vice Commander was frequently present. The Commander desires to ex- 
press his personal thanks to all its members for the intelligent and meri- 
torious manner in which they performed their duties and for their personal 
kindness to him. 

While we knew for years of the precarious condition of health of our 
oldest Past Commander-in-Chief, and oldest Past Department Commander, 
Comrade Louis Wagner of Philadelphia, we were scarcely prepared for 
this almost sudden death on the 15th day of January, 1914, at his home in 
German town, Pennsylvania. He virtually "died in harness" after only a 
few hours fatal sickness, in his 76th year, full of merited and deserved 
honors which came to him only after a long life well spent in the service 
of his adopted country, his city— and the noble order he loved and adorned 
so well, never counting the time and labor spent in his devotion to the 
best interests of the Grand Army of the Republic, as being spent in vain, 
but leaving his impress for good and the general good of the order itself 
as a legacy to his comrades which will last as a benediction till the last 
comrade of the Department and Nation has followed him to the bourn from 
whence none return. Let us, comrades, emulate his virtues and devotion to 
the Grand Army of the Republic while life shall last, so that of us, too, it 
may be said: We were faithful as he. In National General Orders, cur- 
rent series. Comrade Past Commander-in-Chief Beath, Comrade Wagner's 
close personal friend and closest Comrade, gave a full account of 
his life and services well worth preserving as his honorable record. 



CLOSING. 
Comrades: In conclusion, allow me to say, with a heart full of kindly 
remembrances for favors, spreading over many years of active participation 
in the work to which we have devoted the best years of our lives; that my 
work as Commander is nearly done; that I return to you the standard 
you placed in my hands one year ago, I hope, without stain or blemish ; that 
I am fully conscious of having done the best for the Department in my 
power to bestow; that I leave to my successor the wish that he, too, may 
be equally successful as I am proud to say, I think I, with your great 
kindness, believe I have been ; but do not think that my work in the Grand 
Army is done, no, nor will not be, while God will give me strength to 
labor on. Accept, officers and comrades, the most sincere thanks my heart 
is capable of expressing for the many kindnesses and favors I have re- 
ceived at your hands, and please remember that the remembrance of them 
shall only end with my life itself. To the individual members of my per- 
sonal and general staff, I say: I thank you for your fidelity and help 
to me.

SAMUEL P. TOWN, Asst. Adjutant General: 

Comrade: I wish to improve this opportunity to express my heartfelt 
thanks to the comrades of this encampment, who one year ago honored me 
with this office. To some of you I was a stranger, but to many others 
our comradeship was of long standing. For many years we had been work- 
ing together for the welfare of our order, as well as to lift the whole coun- 
try onto a higher plane of patriotism. I trust that during my term of 
office, I have done nothing to bring discredit to the office you honored me 
with. 

During the year just past I have cheerfully responded to every invitation. 
No call has been unanswered. I have attended the meetings of veteran as- 
sociations, have attended camp fires, inspected posts, installed officers, 
spoken at pole raisings, and the presentation of flags, have addressed 
students in the public schools, high schools, seminaries and colleges. I have 
attended some of the meetings of the council of administration. I have also 
attended the Department Commander in some of his visitations. These 
visits have taken me into the counties of Lackawanna, Luzerne, Wayne 
and Wyoming. I can report that the spirit manifested iu these posts is 
good. There is a determination to hold on and keep the flag up. All of 
the posts are doing good work on Memorial Day, and in visitation to 
the schools. 

There are two matters I wish to bring to the attention of the Encamp- 
ment and urge that action be taken thereon. The rules and regulations 
require the senior and junior vice commanders to assist the commander in 
the discharge of his duties, and yet no provision is made for the payment 
of the expenses incurred. Every time one of the vice commanders leaves 
home, on any of these visitations he pays his own expenses. Naturally 
he is restrained from doing very much work. This should be changed. 
The Department Commander is unable to visit but a limited number of 
the posts throughout the department. There are many good posts through- 
out the department that have never had a visit from a department officer. 
These posts have done good work all these years of their existence. Now 
when their strength is declining, it is encouraging to them, to receive a 
visit from one of the department officers. It is a physical impossibility 
for the department commander to visit these posts. I now urge that the 
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vice commanders arrange with Department Headquarters for visitations to 
some of the posts in the vicinity of their home posts, and that the actaal 
traveling expense of these visits be paid by the department. If one hun- 
dred dollars was placed at the disposal of the department, to meet the ex- 
pense of these visits, it would result in more good to the department than 
any other thing that I can think of. The posts I have in mind, are not 
the ones in our large cities, that are visited regularly by every department 
commander, but rather other good posts that it is impossible for him to 
visit. I hope that this encampment will take favorable action on this mat- 
ter. 

By the rules and regulations the senior and junior vice commanders 
became members of the Council of Administration, and are expected to 
attend some of its meetings. This is for the purpose of becoming familiar 
with the work of the department. Every comrade who is elected to one 
of these oflBces, should be expected to attend at least three of these meetings. 
If he does so, it is at his own expense. I now urge that the department 
headquarters be directed to pay the actual traveling expenses for the at- 
tendance of the vice commanders, at the meetings of the council of adminis- 
tration, for not exceeding three visits. It is sometimes the case that a 
comrade holding one of these positions, is on easy street, and can pay his 
own expenses without any great inconvenience. On the other hand, there 
are worthy and capable comrades who would fill these offices honorably, 
that are not in financial condition to stand this expense. 

In closing, I wish to express my heartfelt thanks to the department com- 
mander, the assistant adjutant general and all of the department officers, 
who have contributed so much to make my term of office not only a pleasure, 
but also of some profit to the department, all of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

Comrade: I have the honor to submit herewith my report for the fiscal 
year now closing. 

I appreciate the great honor conferred one year ago, at Gettysburg, 
Penna., by Department Commander William J. Wells in re-appointing 
me Assistant Quartermaster General and I thank him for the confidence 
reposed in me. I take this opportunity to thank you and the oflScers 
and comrades of the Department for the many courtesies of which I have 
been the recipient during the past year, and to assure them that their kind- 
ness is appreciated and has done much to lighten the burden of the Quar- 
master's Department. Also my thanks are due to Comrade John N. Reber, 
Department Clerk for his faithful and efficient service rendered. Decreasing 
revenues establish the fact that the economics initiated some years ago 
were not only essential but necessary and it is highly requisite that 
economy should still be studiously practiced. I desire also to call attention 
to the fact that one year ago the Posts and comrades of the Department 
contributed so liberally for the relief of the comrades of the flooded district 
of the west.

In conclusion, comrade Town, I feel under obligation to you and Head- 
quarters Clerk, Comrade John Reber, for your uniform kindness and help, 
in the performance of my official duties. 

To the Department Commander, I express my grateful thanks for my 
appointment to the office of Department Inspector, whose duties I hope I 
have performed to his personal satisfaction.

Report of Department Chaplain.

Assistant Adjutant General SAMUEL P. TOWN, Philadelphia, Pa.: 

Comrade: I have the honor of submitting to you, my report of the past 
year, as follows: 

My coming into the office so late in the year, caused me some embarrass- 
ment in the discharge of my first duty imposed that of consolidating Post 
Chaplain's Reports, to be incorporated in my own report to the Chaplain 
in Chief. Owing to the lamented death of my worthy predecessor, I 
suppose these reports were much belated. More than two-thirds of the 
Chaplains not reporting at all, which have been disappointing to the 
Chaplain in in Chief. 

Two hundred and one of these reports on Memorial Sunday, and Memo- 
rial Services, reached me in time for use. A few more came after I was. 
compelled to forward my report. I suppose this to be a rare occurrence 
owing to death interruption in my office. And yet I suspect that as all 
the comrades have come to the age when the work of obtaining data of 
this kind for their reports becomes increasingly difficult, it will soon be 
nearly impossible to prepare them, unless the Post Comrades see to it, 
that their Adjutants and committees on Memorial Day exercises, make it 
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a part of their duties to assist their Chaplains to answer all the quesions in 
definite form. 

To me the foregoing seems sufficiently important for mention here, be- 
cause I incline to believe that all th officers of the Department, and of the 
Posts, as well as all theComrades, would Ijke to have .our State stand 
well among other states, that in their reports make credible approxima- 
tion to the facts in this particular. 

It has been my exceeding pleasure during the year to respond to every 
invitation accorded me, to attend gatherings, affording opportunity for 
acquaintance with Comrades, and for services, with sermons, addresses, 
etc., with but the single exception of Simpson Grove Day of Memorial to 
our lamented Chaplain Sayers, by the Grand Army Association of Phila- 
delphia, Comrade Yohn, Secretary. This was owing to conflict in dates 
which I could not overcome. I hope our Philadelphia Comrades have for- 
given me. 

My attendance at the several district conventions was especially enjoy- 
able, because of kindness shown me which I shall never forget, and because 
of information and inspiration afforded me, in such fine spirit of fellow- 
ship and fratemel interest, everywhere prevailing.

Moreover, not so much on the battlefields as 
in our living since, has the unconscious influence of the Grand Army 
affected the social, religious and political life, that fashions the youthful 
martial spirit of the nation. Incomparably beyond all we were in the be- 
ginning, now exists, largely through the christian patriotic training by the 
veterans of the 60's, an intelligent irresistable lure of our young men to 
follow the flag. And in the nations men **behind the gun," from the raw 
recruit to the highest officer, such wisdom to discern when war is just and 
when not, such ambition to excell in the highest arts of war, such accuracy 
of fire of all arms, such fertility of resource in extremities, and such in- 
vincible valor in the breach. May God ever bless alike, our old soldier 
resting on his laurels, and our young soldier, the pride and hope of our 
glorious nation.

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Report of Patriotic Instructor. 



Pittsburgh, Pa., May 12, 1914 
SAMUEL P. TOWN, Assistant Adjutant General: 

Dear Comrade: In presenting this, my ninth annual report as Patriotic 
Instructor of the Department of Pennsylvania, I am laboring under the 
same handicap that has beset me for the past several years, namely, that, 
owing to the blank forms for Post Patriotic Instructors' reports not being 
distributed from National Headquarters, not a single Post Instructor has 
yet sent in a report, and my knowledge of the conditions of the Depart- 
ment is such as I have gathered by correspondence, association with the 
comrades and general observation that I have been privileged to make. 

The year closing has been an eventful one, the crowning glory being the 
semi-centennial anniversary of the Battle of Gettysburg, in which Penn- 
sylvania, as host, received the commendation of the whole country, and it 
also received a like commendation for its part in the celebration of that 
other great epoch — the centennial of Perry's victory. These celebrations 
aroused a spirit of patriotism, as evidenced in the increased interest dis- 
played in the observance of all ether patriotic holidays and events. 

The birthdays of Washington, Lincoln, Grant and McKinley, and Ap- 
pomattox . Day have been enthusiastically and quite generally observed . 
Memorial Day is so thoroughly established and recognized by the people 
that we need have no fear of its future. 

Memorial Day has come to be sacred to the memory of civilians as well 
as soldiers and that is a neglected grave indeed that bears not upon its bosom 
some tribute as a remembrance of unforgotten love. We are hoping that we 
wUl live to see Flag Day, June 14th, as properly and generally recognized 
as is Memorial Day. In this connection it is pleasant to note that the 
Mayor of Baltimore has sent out letters to the chief executives of every city, 
requesting them to display the American flag on all public buUdings and 
business houses next September during the centennial anniversary of the birth 
of the "Star Spangled Banner." I trust proper recognition will be given 
this "birthday" by our encampment and the incoming administration. As 
this report is being written the "War Cry" spirit is filling the air, and 
while we are praying that the dove of peace may appear and brush away 
all rumors and indications of war, yet we cannot but feel that the time has 
arrived when our flag will receive such recognition as has not been given it 
since the firing on of Fort Sumter. 

Next to the service we gave our country 1861-65— the greatest asset we 
will leave as an inheritance to our descendants will be the patriotism and 
patriotic work of the Grand Army of the Republic. While it is painful to 
note, the fact remains that too soon the time will come when this work will 
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devolve on others and the necessity that it be so conserved so that it will 
reach all who are to foUow us unimpaired. During the past several years 
there have been numerous patriotic organizations formed, some legitimate, 
honest and strictly for patriotic purposes, but there have been some organized 
for the purpose of making capital and using it for a mercenary purpose, 
under the disguise of working in the interest of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. Feeling that the time is near at hand for the Sons of Veterans, 
and our affiliated societies to more actively take up our work, I have given 
much time and thought in advising and strengthening the organization of 
the Spns of Veterans, being especially fortunate in having an intimate ac- 
quaintance of many years with the now Commander-in-Chief, John E. 
Sautter, and his being a resident of Allegheny County has given me oppor- 
tunity for many consultations with him "for the good of the order." Recently 
I had a consultation with him lasting an entire evening, at which time the 
question of patriotic instruction was discussed from many angles. He, as 
is to be expected trom, one occupying such an office, is keenly interested in 
this work and has been furthering it among the members of his order, our 
sons, during the year. Following this interview, I received from him a 
letter, which, because of its character, I incorporate as a part of this re- 
port: 

"My recent interview with you, at which time we discussed so 
thoroughly and in such detail the question of systematic patriotic 
instruction, has caused me to give much thought to this im- 
portant question. I wouldi not have you think that I have not 
previously realized the importance of this question, because, 
during the past year, in my official capacity especially, I have 
been encouraging it among the members of the order of the Sons 
of Veterans. But never before had I realized the wonderful 
possibilities of this most interesting and necessary subject as 
brought out by you, covering as it did your nine years' experience 
gained as Patriotic Instructor of the Department of Pennsylvania, 
Orand Army of the Republic. 

**The noble order of which you are a part has performed won- 
derful work, but none more important, to my mind, than the 
teaching of patriotism to the people of this Nation, and I am 
impelled to believe, therefore, that the Grand Army of the Re- 
public can perform no work in the future which will have a more 
telling effect for good than to continue their patriotic instruc- 
tion, and I hope that some of your plans for systematic efforts 
along this line may -be realized . 

"The Order of the Sons of Veterans has long since realized 
the importance of this work, having officers in Camps, Divisions 
and the National body designated to carry it on, and I believe 
they are accomplishing good. I feel free to pledge their support 
and assistance in any manner that may be requested. We 
earnestly desire, as you know, to be of practical value to the 
order of our fathers, the Grand Army of the Republic, and shall 
be glad to follow their wishes, co-operate with them, and per- 
form any work that they may desire us to do. In this purpose 
our order will remain true and we are striving to better equip 
ourselves for the duties of the future in perpetuating the memories 
of our fathers and their sacrifices for the maintenance of the 
Union and the continuance of the teaching of patriotism to the 
people of this Nation . 

"Please feel at liberty to call upon me at any time I can be of 
service to you, or that our order can be of assistance to the order 
you have the honor of representing in so important an official 
capacity." 
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I am fuUy convinced that the Sons of Veterans, as an organization, do not 
desire to be a part of the Grand Army of the Republic, but assist it along 
the lines indicated in Commander Sautter's letter, appreciating as they do, 
the sentiment which made the Grand Army of the Republic "an organization 
without a peer and without a successor" does also enhance its value as an 
inheritance. They are our sons and the legitimate successors in the con- 
tinuation of the work which is to follow us ; therefore entitled to our en- 
couragement and as far as possible our help in fitting them for the re- 
sponsibilities which will be necessary for them to assume.

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: The next business in order will be the 
nomination of officers to serve this Department for the ensuing year The 
first nomination will be for Department Commander. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WILLIAM T. POWELL: De- 
partment Commander and comrades: There has been a duty assigned to me 
which is not only an honor but a pleasure. The pomrade whom I shall 
present as a candidate for Department Commander is well known and does 
not need to be eulogized. He joined the First Pennsylvania Cavalry at 
the age of seventeen; he served his time there, and then again enlisted in 
Knapp's Battery E., Pennsylvania Light Artillery. He served until June, 
1865, and was discharged with the Battery. For about forty days during that 
time he was a compulsory guest of Lee and his army ; they loved him so 
much for the splendid work of that battery that they kept him in one of 
Lee's mansions called Libby, for about forty days. During the time of his 
service he was always a^ his post discharging his duty, a brave soldier and 
a good comrade, as can be testified by many within the sound of my voice. 

After coming home from the army, he engaged in business with his father 
and brothers for many years, until he retired. He joined the Grand Army 
of the Republic in 1867, uniting with Post No. 91, which was disbanded, 
you know, in the early history of the Grand Army. He then immediately 
joined Post No. 35, and stayed with it until it surrendered its charter. 
He then became a member of Post No. 88, and in aU these years has filled 
various positions within the gift of that Post, and been an active, earnest 
worker in the Grand Army of the Republic. It is not necessary for me to 
tell you that he has been a representative to the Department andNational 
Encampments, or that he has served with crelit on the Department Com- 
mander's and National Commander's staff. Suffice it to say that he has dis- 
charged every duty, every obligation that has devolved upon him. 

Some years sigo I happened to be with this comrade in Atlantic City, and he 
showed me a telegram that he had just received from Pittsburgh, urging 
upon him to be a candidate for the office of Recorder of Deeds of Allegheny 
County. He hesitated for a long time but finally sat down on Young's Pier 
and wrote an answer to that telegram and told them he would serve them. 
It is not necessary for me to say that he was not only nominated but was 
elected by a very handsome majority. At the expiration of three years, 
he was again elected for another three years, and at the expiration of that 
three years he was re-elected for another four years, always with a very large 
majority. That is in itself, comrades, an evidence of the esteem and 
respect in which this comrade of ours is held. I know that he serves as 
a director of one or two banks, and in all walks of life this comrade of ours 
has proved himself capable, competent, earnest and systematic. 
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I am standing before you at the request of his own Post, who have brought 
him out. His name was taken before the Allegheny CJounty Grand Army 
Association, representing twenty-seven Posts of Allegheny County, and 
he was endorsed unanimously by every Post in that county, and by many in 
the West and East. Now, in the name of these organizations and this 
great comradeship, I place in nomination for Department Commander of 
Pennsylvania, Comrade John A. Fairman, of Post No. 88, of Pittsburgh. 
(Applause.) 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER JAMES F. MORRISON: De- 
partment Commander and comrades: In view of the character, in view of 
the ability, in view of the qualifications of Comrade Fairman, a number of 
the comrades of the Quaker City have asked me to join hands across the 
AUeghenies with the comrades of the Smoky City, and to say that they 
heartily endorse- a comrade who brings the recommendation that is printed 
on the little card sent to me some time ago — and which stated that the com- 
rades of all the Posts of Allegheny County present John A. Fairman, of 
Knap's Battery and Col. Abe Patterson Post No. 88. No comrade wants a 
better endorsement than that, and I believe this Encampment will say with 
unanimity that they want John A. Fairman for Department Commander. 
(Applause.) 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER THOMAS H. COLE: Depart- 
ment Commander and comrades: By direction of the delegates who belong 
to the Northwest Association cf the Grand Army of the Republic of Penn- 
sylvania, I rise to second the nomination of Comrade John A. Fairman of 
Post No. 88. After the eloquent presentation of this comrade by Past De- 
partment Commander Powell, very little is left to be said. However, I 
was pretty close to Knap's Battery for a couple of years during the war, 
we fought side by side in many a bloody battlefield, and I am here to say 
now, although I was in a rival battery, that Knap's Battery was one of 
the finest that ever fought in the service of the Union. Comrade Fairman 
is the man that we want to-day to elevate to the position of Department 
Commander of this great Department of Pennsylvania. He has not only 
a magnificent record as a soldier but also a splendid record in the Grand 
Army of the Republic. He has served his friends and the citizens of Al- 
legheny county in positions of responsibility with a magnificent integrity, 
as you have been told here. He is a man who possesses all the qualities 
requisite for Department Commander, and I assure you, comrades, that if 
you place the standard of the Department of Pennsylvania in the hands of 
John A. Fairman, he will bring it back to you as pure and unsullied as he 
will receive it from our splendid present Department Commander. Vote for 
John A. Fairman and you will make no mistake. He will justify your 
confidence in every way. (Applause.) 

COMRADE HUGH R. FULTON, Post No. 84: Comrades: One of our 
comrades from the west has been nominated and that nomination has been 
seconded. Now, we have heard from the West and the Northwest, and I 
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think it is proper that the Central Association should heartily and cordially 
endorse him. I therefore on behalf of Post No. 84 of Lancaster and on 
behalf of the Central Association most heartily, cordially and fraternally 
second the nomination of John A. Fairman for Department Commander. 
(Applause.) 

COMRADE JOHN KIRK, Post No. 462: On behalf of the Southern 
Association of the Grand Army of the Republic of Pennsylvania, I second 
the nomination of John A. Fairman for Department Commander. (Ap- 
plause.) 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER M. A. GHERST: Joining 
Comrade Fulton of the Central Association of Pennsylvania, and as a 
representative of Post 42, and for myself, I heartily endorse the nomination 
of Comrade Fulton for Department Commander. (Applause.) 

COMRADE WM. H. GREEN, Post No. 94: After hearing such elo- 
quent speeches nominating Comrade Fairman, I move you. Department 
Commander, that nominations for Department Commander close and that the 
Assistant Adjutant General be instructed to cast the entire vote of this 
Encampment for Comrade Fairman. (Applause.) 

Motion seconded and agreed to. 

The Assistant Adjutant General cast 9ne vote for Comrade John A. 
Fairman. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: Comrades: I declare Comrade John 
A. Fairman, of Post No. 88, elected as our next Department Commander. 
Now, we will hear what he has to say for himself. You will all admit 
he is a good-looking fellow. (Laughter and applause.) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER ELECT, JOHN A. FAIRMAN: 
Commander and comrades, I don't know what I can say to you after these 
eloquent addresses from my comrades. They have taken the breath from 
me. I never knew I was such a wonderful man or such a noble comrade. 
(Laughter and applause.) The address of Comrade Powell has covered ali 
the ground, I think, and after listening to my old friend. Comrade Morrison 
of Philadelphia, and all my other good comrades, I can only say that 1 
hope as your servant to do the best I can and surrender the office to my 
successor with as good a record as my predecessors have done. If you, 
in electing me the Commander of the great Department of Pennsylvania, 
expect to have an orator, you will find before the year is over that you have 
made a mistake. I can talk to my comrades in the plain old way, but I 
am no orator and my deeds will have to answer for me in the coming year. 
I will not attempt to say anything more, but do assure you that I appreciate 
more than I can express to you the honor of this endorsement, and beg to 
thank you from the bottom of my heart. (Applause.) 
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DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: The next business in order is nomina- 
tions for Senior Vice Department Commander. 

COMRADE E. B. HOFFMAN, Post No. 58: One year ago at Gettys- 
burg we placed the name of Francis H. Hoy in nomination for the office 
of Senior Vice Department Commander. At the first fight we were whipped 
out of our boots, fair, square and honest. This morning we are here to 
renew that nomination. It is not necessary for me to say who Comrade 
Hoy is. He is known from one end of the State to the other. I will not 
go into his qualities as a soldier, I will simply say he has been unanimously 
endorsed by all the Posts in his district. It is a sufficient endorsement for 
me that he is a member of the Grand Army of the Republic, his record is 
clean or he would not be there, and I will say that he practices the three 
great principles of our organization and has the glad hand out for every 
old comrade whom he meets; charitable to the fuU extent of his means, 
and loyal — well, comrades there never was a more loyal man marched with 
the American flag than Francis H. Hoy, of Post No. 58. (Applause.) 

COMRADE WM. T. BISHOP, Post No. 116: Comrades: I would like 
to second the nomination of Comrade Hoy for Senior Vice Department Com- 
mander. A few years ago I seconded him for another position, and I would 
like to second this nomination by saying that I have known him for more than 
fifty years, and in all that time he has been such a man that I can heartily 
recommend him. He is in all things one of those men in the Grand Army 
that you can alweays depend upon to perform all the duties assigned to him 
promptly and willingly, and I heartily second his nomination. (Ap- 
plause.) 

COMRADE HARRY WHITE, Post No. 28: Department Commander: 
Standing here as a young, embarrassed fellow (Laughter), it gives me great 
pleasure to face such a distinguished audience. Comrades, you will remem- 
ber that the most serious time of the war was in 1862. In August of that 
year, along the pavement outside this court house, was assembled a long line 
of young patriots, and I pledged them as justice of the peace, and they 
held up their hands and took that oath of allegiance which was preliminary 
to the actual mustering in at Camp Curtin, when they reached Harrisburg. 
Those young men were patriots. Some of them fill honored graves, some 
of them have survived and have the respect and confidence to-day of their 
fellow citizens. Some of them were Scotch-Irish, some of them were of 
Welsh extraction, some of them Irish, some German, and among them was 
a young fellow of Welsh extraction named Thomas P. Stevens. I took them 
to the Army. I stayed with them during the late fall of that year. In 1863 
some of us fell into the hands of the enemy and in the lot was Thomas P. 
Stevens. Due to an exchange of officers, for sixteen long months he did not 
get back to his command, but eventually these boys were exchanged and they 
returned to their command, and most faithfully did their duty, and con- 
tinued to discharge their duties until the surrender at Appomattox. 
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Thomas P. Stevens has an elegant record; I would defy criticism of it; 
nobody could have a better. He returned to this city to live and he is now 
a great-hearted veteran and an intelligent man. He has been elected as 
one of the Board of County Commissioners; he is a reputable citizen, and 
there is not a man, woman or child in Indiana who does not respect Thomas 
P. Stevens. I therefore present Thomas P. Stevens as a candidate for 
Senior Vice Department Commander. Do give him your votes,' comrades. 
He is the OflScer of the Day of Post No. 28 and has been a most faithful 
and efficient member of our Post. Do not put us off by saying that next 
year you will elect him. "There's many a slip 'twixt the cup and the lip." 
I pledge myself to nobody next year. We in Indiana want Thomas P. 
Stevens as Senior Vice Department Commander. Hitherto it has been cus- 
tomary to pay to the city wherein the Encampment is held the compliment 
of electing a representative of one of their Posts as Senior Vice Department 
Commander. We ask you to recognize that precedent and elect Thomas P. 
Stevens of Indiana. (Applause.) 

COMRADE , Post No. : I second the nomination of 

Comrade Stevens. 

COMRADE H. H. BENGOUGH, Post No. 157: Comrades: For many 
years duties have come to me officially from the comrades with whom I am 
associated in Allegheny County. Many of these duties have been pleasant; 
many of them quite onerous. The delegates of Allegheny County have 
instructed me to second the nomination of Comrade Hoy of Post No. 58 for 
Senior Vice Department Commander of this department. No man in this 
department would pay higher credit to Comrade Stevens of Indiana than 
would I because I know something of the magnificent work that he as a 
comrade has performed, but comrades, the delegates from Allegheny County 
have been controlled in this matter because of fraternity. 

Comrades, in the last encampment you honored the West by selecting 
Indiana as the place of meeting for this Encampment. You have followed 
it up to-day in this encampment by honoring the West in electing one 
of our most splendid comrades the Commander of this department, and 
the comrades of Allegheny County are fraternal, and they don't believe 
that the West ought to "hog" it all. Conditions have to be met and 
sometimes comrades are fraternal enough to forget their selfish interests 
and look after the interests of this department, and I want to say to 
you that Hoy is that sort of a comrade. Now, if all of you comrades 
(God bless you) see fit to force all the honors of this encampment on the 
Western part of Pennsylvania, why I can stand it, if you can, but I 
do think that out of fraternity for that great body of comrades East 
of the mountains, the office of senior vice department commander ought 
to go East, and I therefore, comrades, have been delegated on behalf of 
the comrades of Allegheny County, to second the nomination of Comrade 
Hoy of Harrisburg. (Applause.) 
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COMRADE HENRY I. YOHN, Post No. 1: Comrades, we wiU aU 
agree it is very hard to oppose such a splendid comrade as Comrade 
Stevens, but we are meeting in a temple of justice to-day and I believe 
it only fair and just to give this office to a comrade from the East 
and Comrade Hoy of Post No. 58 ought to be elected the Senior 
Vice Department Commander for this year. It hurts me to say any- 
thing agdinst Comrade Stevens, but I think a man ought to have the 
courage of his convictions, and I believe Comrade Hoy should receive 
the support of this convention. (Applause.) 

COMRADE JOHN KIRK, of Post No. 462: As a neighbor and friend 
of Comrade Hoy, I don't believe I could sleep for the next two weeks 
if I didn't rise to second the nomination of my good old friend Frank 
Hoy for Senior Vice Department Commander. (Applause.) 

COMRADE JOSEPH P. McKEE, Post No. 3: I wish to say that 
we as comrades in assembling here to day come without any strings at- 
tached to our actions, and we are to act independently in our selection 
and in our choice. I represent the oldest Post of Allegheny County, Post 
No. 3, and Comrade Bengough brought up a thought in my mind. He 
said something like this: That the comrades of Allegheny County had 
centered or settled on Comrade Hoy. I certainly have not a word to 
say against Comrade Hoy, but I wish to say, as a representative of 
Post 3, and with my comrades by my side, that we are here to vote 
and to decide for ourselves whom we think should be elected as Senior 
Vice Department Commander or any other Post. I am very glad to 
know that the comrade to my right, John Fairman, is going to be the 
Department Commander for the coming year, and this is proper and 
right; he represents the Western portion of the State. We now have be- 
fore us for the officee of Senior Vice Department Commander Comrade 
Hoy and Comrade Stevens. I don't know Comrade Stevens personally, and 
I don't know whether all the comrades here to-day from Allegheny County 
will vote for Comrade Hoy or Comrade Stevens, but I wish to say, 
so far as I am concerned and so far as my comrades at my side are 
concerned, that we wish to vote as we please and decide the question 
in a way that seems proper and just to us. I don't believe we should 
bring any politics into this selection because we are all old comrades. 
We can't all be elected, but I do believe we should act fairly and squarely 
and treat every comrade alike in a fraternal way, and don't fix up 
any slate about it at all. If Comrade Hoy is elected I am perfectly 
satisfied, and if Comrade Stevens is elected I am just as well satisfied, 
but I hope we will all act fairly and squarely and have no fixed-up 
plan as this, and I do not want it represented that all the comrades of 
Allegheny have gone into a compact of this kind; we are independent. 
(Applause.) 

COMRADE JAMES PETERS, Post No. 4: I rise to second the nomi- 
nation of Comrade Stevens. 
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COMRADE H. H. BENBOUGH, Post No. 157: Comrades, I want 
to ask that Past Departmeot Commander Patterson say something that 
will at least place me in a proper position before this Encampment. 
Past Department Commander Patterson was the elected president of our 
delegates from Allegheny County, and it was from him that I got the 
information that I was to second the nomination of Comrade Hoy, and 
I took it as correct and right, notwithstanding what my comrade from 
Post 3 has said. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER W. J. PATTERSON: I just 
want to say a word of explanation in reference to this matter of Alle- 
gheny County requesting Comrade Bengough to second the nomination of 
Comrade Hoy. We sent out notices to all the comrades that were elected 
delegates to this encampment at our County Association meeting, and 
I was elected chairman of the delegation at that meeting. We pro- 
ceeded with the business so far as we could and adjourned with instructions 
to call a meeting in this city during the encampment or immediately 
before the meeting of this encampment. Notices were sent out to all the 
representatives that we could reach, and the meeting was held last 
evening, and all who were present unaimously voted to support Com- 
rade Hoy of Harrisburg for Senior Vice Department Commander, and 
also instructed Comrade Bengough to second the nomination on their 
behalf. 

COMRADE JOSEPH P. McKEE, Post No. 3: We received no notice 
of such a meeting. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER M. A. GHERST: On behalf 
of the comrades of my Post, and because of his splendid record as a 
soldier and a comrade, I rise to second the nomination of Comrade Hoy. 

COMRADE D. R.. BRYAN, Post No. 30: We come here for the pur- 
pose of voting, and I hope that each man will vote according to the 
dictates of his own conscience. We want to do things about as nearly 
right as we can, and I rise to second the nomination of Comrade Stevens. 
I live in the adjoining county, and I know something of the splendid 
work and fine record of Comrade Stevens, and we would like to see 
him elected as Senior Vice Department Commander.

We often wonder in our sec- 
tion of the country how we would get along at this time or would have 
gotten along all these years past had it not been for the earnest, energetic 
and sympathetic work of this organization. We thank you, ladies, for 
your presence, we thank you for your kind words, we thank you for your 
magnificent report. Our hearts go out to you because you have stood by us 
and are standing by us now. Thank you.

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IN MEMORIAM. 



Comrade LOUIS WAGNER died at his home in Germantown on the 
morning of January 15, 1914. 

He was born in Giessen, Germany, August 4, 1838, and he came with 
his parents to Philadelphia when eleven years of age. 

When the Civil War broke out he began the organization of a company 
for the Twenty-eighth Pennsylvania, but failing to be mustered in that 
regiment, as it was then more than filled, he became First Lieutenant 
Company D, Eighty-eighth Pennsylvania Volunteers. Was promoted to 
Captain and at the second battle of Bull Run was badly wounded and left 
on the field, being paroled some days later, and on account of his disabled 
condition was then sent into our lines to a hospital at Alexandria. 

Later was made Lieutenant Colonel, and being disabled for field service 
he was assigned by the War Department to command Camp William Penn, 
at Chelton Hills, Pa., for the organization of colored troops. Here his 
executive abilities found full play, and he sent into the field, fully organized, 
drilled and equipped, nearly 14,000 colored soldiers, who, as a distinguished 
General said, "filled a soldier's place in the ranks and dying filled a soldier's 
grave." 

On returning to his regiment, though its ranks were depleted, the War 
Department ordered his muster as Colonel of the Eighty-eighth, and he 
received a brevet as Brigadier General. 

His services to the Grand Army of the Republic cannot be over-estimated. 
A charter member of Post No. 2, Philadelphia, in October, 1866, he with- 
drew with others to organize Posts in different parts of the city to hasten 
the organization of a Department in Pennsylvania. 

A charter member of Post No. 6, Germantown, and its first Commander, 
he was in November, 1866, appointed by the Commander-in-Chief as Pro- 
visional Commander for Pennsylvania. Elected Department Commander in 
1867, he freely gave his splendid executive abilities to the organization of 
Posts. He was elected Junior Vice Commander-in-Chief, 1870, Senior Vice- 
Commander-in-Chief, 1871-1872, and Commander-in-Chief at Dayton, Ohio, 
1880. 

In the National Encampment, as in the Department Encampment, he was 
a recognized leader, always watchful of the best interests of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and steadily at his post. 
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Thursday, 1.30 P. M., June 11, 1914. 
The Department Encampment was called to order by the Department 
Commander at the designated hour. 

The Assistant Adjutant General presented and read to the Encampment 
the report of the Committe on the Report of the Department Commander 
and the reports of the Senior and Junior Vice Department Commander, 
which, upon motion, was adopted as read. 

Indiana, June 11, 1914. 
To the Department Encampment: 

The committee to whom was referred the address of the Department Commander and 
the reports of the Senior and Junior Vice Department Commanders, respectfully report: 
That they have gone over the address of the Department Commander, and heartily 
commend him for the ability and zeal displayed during the year of his splendid leader- 
ship of the affairs of the Department. This committee would earnestly urge that the 
representatives of this Encampment take home with them the address of the Depart- 
ment Commander with the reports of the other officers and have them read in their 
Posts. 

The Senior and Junior Vice Department Commanders have performed their duties 
faithfully and have done much in the locality in which each resides to advance the 
interests of the Department. We recommend that the recommendation of the Senior 
Vice Department Commander be referred to the incoming administration.

No. L 
RESOLVED, That President Abraham Lincoln's Memorial Address delivered at the 
dedication of the National Cemetery at Gettysburg, on November 19, 1868, be adopted 
as follows, viz; 

The Standard Version.— President Lincoln's Final Revision. Photographed from the 
fac-simile first published in the Autograph Leaves of Our (Country's Authors," Balti- 
more, 1864. 

"Four score and seven years ago, our fathers brought forth on this continent a new 
nation, conceived in Liberty, and dedicated to the proposition that all men are created 
equal. 

Now we are engaged in a great civil war, testing whether that nation, or any nation 
so conceived and so dedicated, can long endure. We are met on a great battlefield of 
that war. We have come to dedicate a portion of that field as a final resting place for 
those who here gave their lives that that nation might live. It is altogether fitting and 
proper that we should do this. 

But in a larger sense, we cannot dedicate, we cannot consecrate, we cannot hallow 
this ground. The brave men, living and dead, who struggled here, have consecrated it 
far above our poor power to add or detract. The world will little note, nor long re- 
member, what we say here. It is for us, the living, rather, to be dedicated here to the 
unfinished work which they who fought here have thus far so nobly advanced. It is 
rather for us to be here dedicated to the great tasls remaining before us, that from 
these honored dead we take increased devotion to that cause from which they gave the 
last full measure of devotion, that we here highly resolve that those dead shall not 
have died in vain, that this nation, under God, shall have a new birth of freedom, and 
that government of the people, by the people, for the people, shall not perish from the 
earth." 

That we recommend to the Grand Army of the Republic to adopt it at the next annual 
encampment; and advise all schools and educational places of learning to adopt it. 
This address in its true form is classified among the best pieces of English diction extant. 
Many schools and educational places are teaching the children to recite it, and there 
are so many different versions that it becomes confusing. Inasmuch as the Grand Army 
of the Republic, at least George G. Meade Post No. 1, Department of Pennsylvania, have 
a resolution on their books that President Abraham Lincoln's memorial address must 
be read on the 30th day of May of each year. Therefore, we deem it expedient that this 
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grand classic address be made uniform not only over this state and the United States, 
i)iit over the whole world, and that all other versions be dropped or stricken out.

COMRADE J. D. HICKS, Post No. 468: Comrades, I would like to 
make an additional or rather a supplemental report of the committee 
on the Report of the Patriotic Instructor. I am authorized by Mr. Camp- 
bell, the Chairman, of the committee, to make a supplemental report, 
and riffht here, comrades, I desire to say that this office of Patriotic 
Instructor, it seems to me, has been one of the neglected departments 
of the Grand Army. Now, we read year after year the report of the 
Patriotic Instructor, and we pass a resolution of approval. We pay 
no attention whatever to the recommendations as made by Comrade Smith 
who has given this matter very grave and patriotic consideration. I 
have been authoribed by Comrade Campbell to submit a supplemental re- 
port which he said he would approve as chairman of the committee, pre- 
sumably acting for the committee, and with your permission. Commander, 
I will read this supplemental report: 

"To the Department Bncampment: 

Your committee to whom was referred the Report of the Department Patriotic In- 
structor submit the following: 

We approve the Report and the recommendation therein contained concerning the 
distribution of blank forms to the Posts of the Department, upon which the Patriotic 
Instructor of the Post will make report to the Department Instructor, and suggest that 
the OunciL of Adminisration make an appropriation, not exceeding the sum of One 
hundred and fifty dollars, as they may deem advisable, for the necessary expenses of 
carrying out this recommendation. 
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We farther suggest that the Department Patriotic Instructor be authorized to invite 
the co-operation of the Sons of Veteruns. the Woman's Relief Corps, the Ladies of the 
6. A. R., and the Daughters of Veterans to aid in promoting and carrying out the 
intent and purposes of this Report." 

Now, I believe, comrades, we have gone along for many years neglecting 
this depi>rtment of patriotic instruction. It is the practice in Altoona and 
many other parts of the State to visit the schools during the week pre- 
ceding Memorial Day and give a short talk to the children, and the time 
has come when we should allow Comrade Smith a reasonable appropria- 
tion to carry out his recommendation, and that we also permit him to 
invite the co-operation of these other patriotic societies that are affiliated 
with us. I trust you will uphold the hands of Comrade Smith and as- 
sist him in carrying out the laudable purpose of instructing our boys and 
girls what the dear old flag has cost, and the necessity and importance 
of maintaining the integrity of this grand republic that you and I 
helped to save. (Applause.) 

J. W. WESTBROOK, Post No. 44: I am too interested in the mat- 
ter. I put flags in fifteen Sunday Schools and we have flags in every 
school, 29 of them, in Huntingdon, and we work with the Sons of 
Veterans to distribute flags among the children and keep the spirit of 
patriotism alive in their hearts. 

ASSISTANT ADJUTANT GENERAL: I cannot permit this matter of 
partiotism to be discussed so thoroughly without saying a word. We in 
Philadelphia have a Grand Army organization consisting of the Patriotic 
Instructors of every Post in the City, and there is not a public school 
in the City of Philadelphia but what is visited by comrades of the Grand 
Army of the Republic on the Friday previous to Memorial Day of every 
year. Some of our largest Posts have as many as 16 to 24 visiting 
these various schools, so that you may know that in the City of Phila- 
delphia the subject of patriotism is not being neglected. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: In addition to this, the Commander 
desires to state that he himself annually speaks to from 4,000 to 6,000 chil- 
dren in the schools in and about Norristown, and he knows what the 
Assistant Adjutant General has told is true. 

SENIOR VICE DEPARTMENT COMMANDER H. E. PAINE: As the 
Patriotic Instructor of Griffin Post No. 139, of Scranton, I am deeply 
interested in this patriotic work. I have made a study of it for years. 
Our Post does this wok thoroughly and systematically. This year when 
I got in my reports from the different committees of visitation, I found 
that the comrades from Post 139 had visited 110 schools and had ap- 
peared before 45,000 teachers and scholars. 

Now, the trouble about our patriotic work is that it is not systematic, 
it is in some of our larger cities, but in the others it is neglected. It 
is the Grand Army of the Republic that is carrying on this work, and 
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I put in twenty days clean-cut full time visiting the different schools in 
and about Scran ton. 

The trouble is, comrades, we have started this work too late. We 
have waited until they have prepared school hisl:ories which would make you 
blush with shame if you read them, and those books are all over the 
country today, especially in the South. You see those men of the South 
began writing history forty years before we started. I tell you, com- 
rades, we should put our hearts and strength into this patriotic work 
because the people in the Southland in this school work are away ahead 
of us, and we should instill in the minds and hearts of the children 
of the North to carry on this work. I say God bless Brother Smith 
for trying to carry out his wok in a systematic business-like way. (Ap- 
plause.) 

COMRADE T. P. STEPHENS, Post No. 28: Some people like to 
hear other people talk, but I like to hear myself talk. (Laughter). Now 
speaking of the people in the South, I don't quite agree with Comrade 
Paine. Last year wo had a Richmond man make our Memorial Day 
address, and three years before that we had an address by another Southern 
man, and no better address was ever made in this house. Of course, there 
are sections in the South where there is still some feeling, but I spent 
a year in Tennessee and have been in North Carolina and South Carolina, 
and the children down there are patriotic and they have their flags. All 
the Southern men and women are not rebels by any means. I merely 
mention this to show to yon that patriotism is everywhere in the South. 
Do not get scared, — the work is going on there as well as here in the 
Northland. (Applause.) 

PATRIOTIC INSTRUCTOR CHARLES O. SMITH: Nobody is more 
surprised than I am at this discussion. I am very glad indeed to have the 
discus.sion of patriotism in this Encampment, but I had no idea you were 
going to carry it all over the South, to Europe and back on a matter 
that concerns the Department especially now. I want to say to you, com- 
rades, that the Department of Pennsylvania is doing this work as well 
as any. other department, but from 565 Posts in this State, I have 
received, probably, 60 reports for last year. Of course I get from the 
larger cities systematic reports and it looks as if everything were going 
along all right, but the complaint from most of the comrades is, when 
asked to do any work of that kind, **We have no literature; we don't 
know what to say or how to say it," and that is from 90% of this De- 
partment. Some of the letters I get are pathetic. Of course you must 
realize, painful as it is, that the time is coming on when the work 
devolving on this comradeship must be taken up by those who are to 
follow us. I am not asking any appropriation, and this is my tenth 
year, that would even cover my postage, and I have distributed thousands 
and thousands of cards with helpful hints and suggestions for carrying 
on this work. I venture to say that there are not, in the 500 and more 
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Posts, more than 45 active patriotic instructors who know just what they 
ought to do, and they need advice and help, and I would like to have 
literature of that kind to send them. This work is growing wonderfully, 
and I am glad this discussion came up to-day. As to the appropriation, 
I have never thought of it. It has been a labor of love for me all this time. 
I thank you. (Applause.) 

COMRADE H. H. BENGOUGH, Post No. 157: Commander, it seems 
as if we were mixed up here on these reports, there being two from 
this committee. I move this whole matter be referred back to the com- 
mittee appointed on the Report of the Patriotic Instructor so we can act 
on this matter intelligentiy . 

Motion seconded and agreed to. 

The Encampment then adjourned until Friday morning, at 9 A. M. 



Friday, 9 A. M., June 12, 1914. 

The Encampment was called to order by the Department Commander at 
the designated hour. 

Comrade Samuel Scott, of Post No. 88, offered the following prayer: 
"Oh Lord, our God, how excellent is Thy name on all the earth. In 
Thee we live, move and have our being. We thank Thee that we have 
been permitted to enjoy the privilege of meeting together in annual ses- 
sion as an encampment, and we come before Thee this morning in all 
humility to pray that Thou wilt mercifully look upon us, that Thou wilt 
continue to bless us, bless this session, bless those who are chosen to 
preside over us; give them wisdom, give them knowledge, understanding 
and good judgment, so that that which they may do may meet with Thy 
divine approbation and redound to Thy glory. Bless those who are leaving 
office, bless them in all their future lives. Bless us, bless our loved ones; 
bless those wlio are in sickness or sorrow. Bless us, oh Lord, we ask 
it in Jesus' name. Amen." 

The Assistant Adjutant General presented and read to the Encamp- 
ment the report of the committee appointed to convey greetings to the 
Woman's Relief Corps, which upon motion, was adopted as read.

To the Department Encampment: 

The committee appointed to visit the Woman's Relief Ck)rps and convey the greetings 
of this Encampment, beg leave to report that they have attended to that most pleasant 
duty on Tuesday afternoon, June 9, 1914. 

Our reception was most cordial, as evidenced by every member of the Relief C!orpB 
being present in the reception of your committee and the expressions given vent to, 
not only by their President, but after remarks, extending greetings by all three of 
the undersigned comrades, Mrs. Abbie Lynch, National Treasurer, was delegated to 
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lesiiond on behalf of the Woman's Relief Corps, which she did in her quiet, earnest, 
enthusiastic, forcible and pleasant manner, assuring ns that their hearts were now 
as yiey had ever been with us in our work, and that we could rest assured that in the 
time to come they would demonstrate this, not by words only, but by their work in 
the interest of the comradeship of this Department of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public.

COMRADE HARRY WHITE, Post No. 28: Commander and comrades, 
I want to tell you I am very glad you came to Indiana. I was born here 
in 183i, of very respectable parents. There is my honored father (referring 
to portrait of the late Judge Thomas White, a distinguished member 
of the Bar). The name of this town somewhat handicaps us. This 
county was created by act of the Legislature in 1803; many of you 
remember the date, you were all there. (Laughter.) Those were said to 
be days when the Legislatures of Pennsylvania were, like Caesar's wife, 
"above suspicion." It was created at the instance of George Clymer, one 
of the signers of the Declaration of Independence, and one of the mem- 
bers of the Constitutional Convention in 1787. He was the great friend 
of George Washington, and George Washington esteemed him highly, 
and George Clymer had the act passed — it was through his influence — 
that created Indiana County. My father represented him afterwards in 
many legal affairs. I have tried the titles here on this bench and at the 
bar involving the location of some of George Clymer's lands. 

Now, comrades, I repeat I am glad you came here. You know more 
about Indiana now than you ever did before. You know a good lawyer 
hammers the good part of his case at the risk of repeating it to a jury. 
In extending to you the welcome of the citizens yesterday, my good friend, 
Mr. Pcolor, told you that the keys of the city would open everything in 
the city except the jail and the brewery. Well, I am the attorney for 
the brewery, and I think they will be open next week. | Laughter.) And 
should there be a reaction after this meeting is over, you may get into 
trouble and we may have to open the jail, so there you are. (Laughter 
and applause.) 

Now, there is an imporatnt matter about which I wish to speak to you. 
This borough was incorporated in 1816. This is 1914, and you are now 
in Indiana. While I invited you here, the first person to suggest your 
coming was Thomas P. Stephens. You will remember in Gettysburg I 
had the flag with the streamer pinned on (and that hero. General Taylor, 
held the other side of it) and we said ''Come to Indiana in 1914." Now, 
we are going to have a centennial in 1916, that is only a year and a half 
hence. The Act of Assembly was passed early, and the celebration may 
be in the spring, but that can be regulated, and we hope to be 
all alive. Now, there is a possibility of my coming to Easton next year 
to invite you to return to Indiana in 1916 to participate in our centennial. 
Consequently, do not commit yourself as to any other place, as there 
may be several comrades going around and asking your support for their 
town. 
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I went to the army in 1861, in the fall, and organized the regipient. I 
went in as major. It so happened that in the fall of 1862, in^his senatorial 
district, composed of Indiana and Armstrong counties, I was nomi- 
nated for senator of Pennsylvania, although quite a young fellow. Just 
then was a crucial time at Winchester, with Hooker down on the Rap- 
pahannock. I was ordered to take the advance and had to go away 
up to Summit Point, and got up to Winchester and into trouble. You will 
remember Longstreet was away on the right. Hill on the center, and 
Ewell at the left in the invasion of Pennsylvania. I often thought if we 
had gotten them in check there the battle of Gettysburg at Gettysburg 
might never have occurred. 

Now, as to this historical matter of the State: I was elected Senator, 
although not home a day, and I don't believe it cost me fifty cents to 
get elected. (Laughter and applause.) While my regiment was in the 
Shenandoah Valley, part of the time at Harper's Ferry, I got a short 
leave of absence fom President Lincoln, and came back here after being 
elected. I did not take my salary as Senator. It was only $750, then, and 
I donated $350 to the relief fund of each county. You remember the old 
relief fund. I returned to my command in the spring of '63, and about 
the 1st of May went with Governor Curtin to Washington. Boys, you 
all remember that old brick war department building. I have often thought 
why, if they intended to assassinate Mr. Lincoln; they did not do it on 
his walks to and from that old building, for many a time we took a 
walk and went out to that old war department building and up those 
steps, and would go into Starker's Army office. He was unafraid until 
the last. 

Well, the great question then was whether Hooker's Army could get 
across the Rappahannock. I recollect how Mr. Lincoln came in the war 
building and we were there for some purpose relative to the service. 
Mr. Lincoln came in in that quiet way of his, "Well," said he, "they 
have got over but why was it necessary for them to cross over?** His 
great desire was that the Commander of the Army of the Potomac should 
destroy Lee. I have that idea because it so happened that at that time 
I had a cousin in the Cabinet, and I got that impression from some 
conversations I had with him. 

When I left the Senate in the spring of '63, there was a majority 
of five Republicans. I have always been a Republican. In the fall elec- 
tion of 1863, I being then in Tiibby, we had a form of election there. 
That is history. You remember the divided sentiment among the people 
of Pennsylvania. They only elected Curtin by 15,000 majority, which 
changed the Senate so that there were but 17 Republicans against 16 
Democrats, and one Republican Senator was in the hands of the enemy. 
That happened to be myself, and it is too long a story to go over. I 
made my escape disguised as a surgeon in the fall of 1863. You remember 
surgeons were not subject to capture and exchange, but they put Dr. 
Rutter, a Union man, in the pen in West Virginia, and we, in retalia- 
tion, captured a Dr. Greer, a surgeon and one of the F. F. V.'s, and 
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when we were captured at Winchester, they took all the surgeons prisoners 
and a number of chaplains went with us to Libby. It is perhaps well 
they did for their prayers probably saved us. At all events, the dead- 
lock in Pennsylvania, to which I have referred, had to break, and by 
reason of occurrences which I will not pause to relate, on the 23rd 
day of November, 1863, the deadlock broke, and it happened in this 
wise: A doctor friend came to me in Libby and said, "Major, you wHl 
be of very much more use outside than I, so why not take my place 
and get out." I shaved off my whiskers as well as I could with an old 
razor in Libby, and only three comrades there were in the secret. If 
you have ever been in jail you will remember it is like a sewing-society 
of old ladies, you must not tell too much to anybody. WeU, the result 
was, I got out as a surgeon, got some distance, was discovered and sent 
back to Libby and put in a cell. And now I have a letter here which 
I will read. It is from Ijieut. Simpson of the Second Cavalry, and what 
he says will interest you: 

"25tb of November, 1868. 
"Dear Major: 

"Words are of little use, but I have no better way to show my sympathy with you 
in this bitter trial. You did all a brave man could do and failed. I share your sorrow, 
your disappointment, your rage at the villain who betrayed you. Turner says it was 
a Federal officer. Hell yawns for him. No wonder our national plans are so often 
baffled when the Army nourishes such wretches. Your friends grieve for you, and with 
deadly hate for the Judas who betrayed you, unite with me in kind words. 
Your friend, on behalf of many, 

L. THOMPSON, lat Lieut.. 
Second U. S. Cavalry." 
(Applause.) 

I saw the situation, and prepared my resignation as a Senator (here 
is the original document) and placed it in the bag of the surgeon I had 
impersonated. That is a matter of history. I wrote to my father a 
letter which is here, done up in the ball of a button, extending my 
wishes to the family, &c. That was carried through. I had taken the 
top off the button, put the letter in the bowl, and put the top on 
again . (Applause .) 

On Christmas Day, 1863, Major Jones was offered in exchange for me but 
the rebels refused, and then they were told that the Senate of Penn- 
sylvania had my resignation. The rebels thought it a bluff. I was sent 
to Salisbury, North Carolina, where I was placed in solitary confinement ' 
during the entire winter of '63 and '64. In the meantime, my resigna- 
tion had been handed to Governor Curtin and the deadlock broke. I 
merely mention these little items not to magnify me in your imagination 
but I thought they would be of historical interest to you. 

Comrades, I am glad to see you here. I hope you may live long and 
happily. I want no honors from you except your confidence and respect. 
Come back to Indiana individually as visitors; we will always give you 
the glad hand, and a cup of buttermilk, if nothing else, to drink. 
(Laughter.) Do not commit yourself for any place because we may in- 
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vite you here in 1916, and such is the heartfelt desire of my comrades in 
Indiana and myself. My comrades, 1 thank you. (Great applause.) 

COMRADE H. H. BENGOUGH, Post No. 157: Comrades, the As- 
sistant Adjutant General announced that at the adjournment of this meet- 
ing we would be permitted to deposit our ballots for representatives to 
the National Encampment 

There is another little matter necessary under the Rules and Regulations 
of this Encampment. I therefore inove you. Commander, that the com- 
rades receiving the highest number of votes shall be elected Representatives 
to the National Encampment, and that the others, aa to the number of 
their votes, shall be Alternates. 

Motion seconded and agreed to. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: If there is no other business to come 
before the Encampment, we are re;idy to proceed to the installation of 
the ofQcers for the ensuing year. Past Department Commander Patterson 
will act as Installing Olhcer. 

INSTALLING OFFICER: The purpose of my appointment having been 
announced, we will now proceed to install the officers. The Assistant Ad- 
jutant General will now announce the names of the officers elected. 

ASSISTANT ADJUTANT GE.VERAL: The officers elected for the 
ensuing year are as follows:

INSTALLING OFFICER: Comrade Fairman, the fact that you have 
been unanimously elected Commander of the Department of Pennsylvania, 
Grand Army of the Republic, indicates that the comrades of this En- 
campment have satisfactory conJidenoe in your ability and integrity to 
perform the duties of this office. Realizing the responsibility that will 
rest upon you, are you ready to take the obligation of office? 

Department Commander-Elect Fairman: I am. 

INSTALLATION OFFICER: Officer of the Day, you will present the 
Senior and Junior Vice Department Commanders, the Medical Director 
and the Council of Administration Lor installation. 

Comrades, it is expected you will perform your duties in accordauc** 
with the rules and regulations of this order. Are you eady to assunii' 
the obligations of your office? 
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OFFICERS ELECT: We are. 

The obligations of their respective offices were then administered to 
them by the Installing Officer. 

INSTALLING OFFICER: Commander Fairman, are you ready to an- 
nounce the several appointments to your staff? 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER FAIRMAN: I am. They are as fol- 
lows:

Motion seconded and agreed to. 

INSTALLING OFFICER: Commander Fairman, I take pleasure in pin- 
ning on your breast this badge, which indicates your rank in the Grand 
Army of the Republic as Department Commander of the Department of 
Pennsylvania. I place in your hamis this gavel, which indicates your 
authority, and I now declare you duly qualified to discharge all the 
duties of the Department Commander of the State of Pennsylvania. 

Comrades of the Encampment, I now present to you the Commander 
that you have just chosen by your unanimous vote, and he has been fully 
installed as Commander of the Department of Pennsylvania. The En- 
caDipment is now in your hands. Commander. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER FAIRMAN: My comrades, I cannot 
find words to express my gratification to you for your unanimous election 
of me to this office. Three months ago it never entered my mind that I 
would receive such a great honor. My work in the Grand Army has 
been described in the nominating speech of my dear Comrade Powell, 
and there is no necessity of my going into that. I have aU my life since 
the war devoted a great deal of my time and attention to the com- 
rades of the Grand Army of the Republic and to my Post. I propose to 
continue that as long as God allows me, and if I serve you as faithfully 
as did my predecessors, I hope for your approval when I retire. I do 
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not intend to inflict a long specb on you, but simply wish to thank 
you all. (Applause.) 

ASSISTANT ADJUTANT GENERAL: Comrades, when we adjourn, 
the tellers for the Representatives will be at the outpost, and as the com- 
rades pass out, they will deposit thier ballots. They will then be taken 
care of and counted, and the result will be announced later. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: I now declare the Forty-eighth En- 
campment of the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, 
closed in due form.
